A Baltimore paper wants to know what is 
the matter with corn. It does not go for- 
ward to the seaboard rapidly enough to fill 
the engagements made by shippers to Europe. 
Who holds the key to the situa- 
tion?“ but unconsciously answers its own 
questions by saying prices are nearly 20 
cents per bushel less than a year ago, That 
severe depression in quoted values has re- 
duced available stocks in both directions. It 
has called out an extraordinary demand by 
European buyers, though the decline is par- 
tially compensated by a six cent advance in 
ocean freight rates, and it made holders not 
only less willing to sell but less able to do so. 
The price paid at the country station deter- 
mines the distance from which farmers can 
hau) corn wo sell at that figure. Added to 
this is the fact that the protracted drouth of 
the spring caused grave fears for the néxt 
crop ih this country, and holders were natur- 
ally anxious to keepon hand sufficient to 
tide over a possible deficiency. Now that 
the drouth is broken and copious rains over 
a large part of the corn belt are re- 
garded as reasonabie assurance of a good 
crop, corn is moving more freely from 
first hands. The increasing receipts in 
this city during the last few days prove it, 
and receivers say they expect liberal arrivals 
for the next tew weeks. This will soon re- 
lieve the pressure at the seaboard, and per- 
haps give rise to complaints in the other 


direction, buyers being less urgent when 


they see a large augment in the current rate 
of supply. In that case a slackening in ocean 
freights might be looked for, the two giving 
a double relaxation of the stringency now 
complained of, The paper asking for in- 
formation about corn will probably find witk- 
in a few days that the lock has been broken 
by the rains and that there is ne need to 
hunt longer for the missing key. 


Tue suburban annexation combat will 
fairly begin Tuesday. Yesterday citizens 


| representing all ot the suburbs that wish to 


come into the city appeared before Judge 
Prendergast and asked him to issue the 
necessary election order. He said he had 
been previously calied upon by some of the 
opponents of annexation, who had stated 
they had some arguments against the issu- 
ance of the order which they wished to sub- 
mit when the matter came up. Therefore he 
said he would take no action then, but would 
fix Tuesday as the day for the hearing. 
They might be in court then with all the peti- 
tions they had, the more names the better, 
and he would hear what both sides had to 
say. He also suggested they buying figures 
showing what a special election would cost. 
The expense may possibly cut some figure 
in the case, for, if heavy, it would 
complicate matters. The city will have 
to foot ‘the biggest part of the 
bill, for it will have the most polling-places. 
The Council appropriated last month $65,000 
“for payment of judges and clerks of elec- 
“tion, rent of polling-places, and other ex- 
„penses. At the time this was done a 
special election was not dreamed of, and the 
Council simply appropriated enough to meet 
the expenses of next spring’s election. The 
action of the Judge in calling for this infor- 
mation may also indicate that he considers it 
to be discretionary with him whether he 
shall order a special election or wait till No- 
vember. The reasonable interpretation: 
would be that if a speciai election were asked 
for just prior to a general one he should re- 
fuse to grant it and let the petitioners wait, 
but that when a general election is more than 
four months off he may grant the prayer of 
the petitioners. 


THE SMOKE NUISANCE MUST BE ABATED. 
The two great needs of this city are pure 
water and pure air. The first of these it 
will have in perfection in due time. The 
construction of the drainage channel and 
the extension of the tunnel four miles out 
into the lake so that the water shall be taken 
from a point which no pollution can reach 
will secure the first of these. The cost will 
be heavy, especially for the removal of the 
sewage, but the citizens feel the great im- 
portance of the work and they will not 
grudge the monéy. They know it will be a 
profitable investment in improvement of 

health. 

Pure air is as necessary as pure water, and 
can de procured at a much smaller outlay. 
Probably the device which frees the air from 
soot and smoke will also lessen the coal bills 
of those who now make the nuisance, so that 
they will make a personal profit while they 
are ministering to the comfort of others. At 
present there is no pure air in this city. The 
nearest approach to it is on Sunday, when the 
shops and factories are atrest. That enthu- 
siastic Chicagoan who invites a friend to 
pass a few monthsin the central half-dozen 
square miles of the city because it is a 
summer resort“ invites him to live in an‘ 
atmosphere loaded with unconsumed carbon, 
sulphur, and phosphorus, where his lungs 
will be affected, catarrh caused, his nose of- 
fended, his whole body covered with grime, 
and his clothes spoiled, and where houses and 
furniture are smutched and blackened. 

It is said the City Government is going to 
take up the matter and do what it can to 
abate the intolerable nuisance. As the first 
step it has appointed a man to see if any 
practicable de vioe for smoke-burning can be 
found which the Mayor can recommend. 
Hitherto this has not been the case. A 
smoke-making man notified to stop commit- 
ting this nuisance says to the officer, * What 
“shall I try? What sort of smoke-burner 
„ill prevent smoke?” No authoritative an- 
swer could be given. Then perhaps he has 
made a trial of one device, has found it a fail- 
ure, and assuming that ali were failures has 
declined to make further experiments.. It has 
always been in his power to quit soft coal 
and go to using hard, but that means consid- 
erable extra expenditure. It would be much 
more satisfactory if the city were in a posi- 
tion to say, Use a device which does as 
„good work as A’s and we shall be satisfied. 
“Use that if you choose, or take any other 
one, so that it comes up to that standard.“ 

Among the devices which the city officers 
should not fail to look at while they are 
making their inv sis that of Mr. 
Thayer, which been described in this 
paper as applied to railroad engines. The 
theory on which he works—the injection of 
superheated steam and hotair over the fire— 
is certainly sound. Itis the combination of 
the oxygen of the steam with coal gas, or 
rather the carbonic oxide, which transforms 
the fire from a red to a white heat, makes it 
possible to get a third more work out of the 
fuel used, and does away with all smoke. 
Many have used a steam jet over the fire be- 


| fore Mr. Thayer, but have not heated their | 


mixing cool air with it. It his device works 


well on a locomotive, as it seems to, it cer- 
tainly ought to work well on a stationary en- 
gine—mightdo so even without the super- 
heated air; which does not seem to be neces- 
sary if the steam is highly heated. 

The science of smokeless coal combustion 
is to have the steam jet at least 400 or 500 de- 
grees hot, when the oxygen of the steam will 
break away from its combination with hy- 
drogen and unite with the hot carbon gas 
arising from tne coal and burn with a clear 
white heat. The free hydrogen, liberated 
from the hot steam, unites with oxygen of 
the air coming into the fire-box through the 


door or grate and burns with a blue flame, 


giving out an intense heat. That is the 
chemical phenomenon of the whole thing. 
Hotsteam, hot coal gas, ana hot air prevent 
smoke-making and add fully one-third to the 
value of the fuel for steam-making vurposes. 
If the city autborities do find anything 
which will answer the purpose they should 
insist on the immediate enforcement of the 
ordinance. The seven or eight thousand 
boilers which are pouring out floods of smoke 
should be forced to quit polluting the air. 
The device to be perfect, however, must be 
cheap and durable and must be something 
which the stoker cannot easily beat? It its 
use requires any extra labor of him he will 
nullity and neutralize it whenever he can. 
Nor should there be any time lost in attend- 
ing to this work. Until blue skies and 
breezes free from carbon, sulphur, and phos- 
phorus can be offered to visitors it is hardly 
the thing to ask them to come here in quest 
of pleasure. If the present City Administra- 
tion can end the smoke nuisance it will rec- 
oncile many to the existence of Democracy.

MANUFACTURE OF GAS BY CITIES. 

There is a poor prospect for the passage by 
the Legislature of the bill giving City Coun- 
cils power to regulate the maximum charges 
of gas companies. The fatal defect of the 
measure is that it 1s in the interest of the 
peopie and against that of a wealthy monop- 
oly. It has, therefore, in the present Gener- 
al Assembly but a few friends, and they 
mostly lukewarm, while it has many zealous 
legislative enemies who are anxious to prove 
to their employers that they are worthy of 
their hire. 

There is one gas bill which may get 
through. If it does it will be because the 
monopoly does not dread it. It permits mu- 
nicipalities to establish gas-works and manu- 
facture gas for public and private use. While 
its author had the baby city of Lake View 
specially in mind its provisions would, of 
course, be applicable anywhere, and it might 
be well for a city government to have such a 
power to hold over the head of an extortion- 
ate and grasping corporation even if it were 
never exercised. It would hardly do so till 
forced to it by extreme necessity. 

The question of the advisability of the mu- 
nicipal ownership of gas-works is at present 
under discussion in Massachusetts and is ex- 
citing much interest. The Town of Danvers, 
which has for some time made what gas it 
needed, asked the Legislature for the privi- 
lege of supplying private consumers. The 
committee reported in favor of granting the 
request, but accompanied it with the decla- 
ration that it was “‘inexpedient’”’ to permit 
cities as a rule to go into the gas business. 


This conclusion was not based on the state- 


ments of the menaced corporations alone, 

but on the investigations of the committee 

outside the State. Its members went to the 
three cities which own gas-works—Pniladel- 

phia, Richmond, Va., and Wheeling, W. Va. 

They found that the Wheeling works, charg- 
ing private consumers a dollar a thousand 
and giving the city gas free, made a slight 
profit, which was diminishing because of 
electric light competition. Richmond fur- 
Dishes gas to the city and citizens at $1.50 
and makes 5 per cent net on an investment 
of a million. Electric lighting has cut tne 
profits there and the price of gas is to be re- 
duced. In neither of these two places are 
the works kept out of politics. - As for Phila- 

delphia every one knows how the rotten Gas 
Trust ran the city. There, where it has been 
tried on the largest bcale, the experiment of 
city ownership has not been a success. 

There is no question that the drift of pub- 
lic sentiment is toward the control by the 
municipality of many businesses now in the 
hands of monopolies. That water-works 


should not be in the hands of a private cor- 


poration all agree. It is, perhaps, only a 
question of time when gas-works and street 
railways will be looked on in the same light. 
Even in as progressive a State as Massachu- 
setts, however, there is a feeling that that 
time has not yet come. Men like Col. Hig- 
ginson and Edward Everett Hale labored 
with wne committee to make a less unfavora- 
ble report, but it took the wiser ground that 
while there may be here and there a munici- 
pality which may be safely trusted with such 
powers, itis too early to grant any general 
permission, When municipal politics, es- 


pecially in large cities, becomes purer than at 


present many things can be safely done 
which would be ruinous at present. Munici- 
pal ownership is a sort of last resort, only to 
be tried when itis certain that other reme- 
dies will fail. It should not be adopted till 
the regulation of rates has been proved not 
to be a success. 


THE WASHINGTON BISHOP TRAGEDY. 
Both in life and death the case of the late 
Washington Bishop, the mind-reader, was 
pathetic. Possibly it was terribly tragicalso. 
In life he was a man of exceptional mental 
powers and possessed of sensibilitiesof nerve 
and brain certainly much more delicate than 
the average of his fellows. And yet of what 
value was his gift? What did it accomplish 
of value to himselfor to the world? To the 
world nothing. To himself it cost him his 
life. His gift, such as it was, involved a ter- 
rible strain upon the brain and nervous 
strength, and was cultivated at the expense 
of the body. His havits of life were the op- 
posite of what they should have been, and 
the result was a collapse, as might have been 
expected, in the midst of his work. Fhysical 
nature gave way before the unusual pressure. 
his, however, is but an incident in the 
tragedy of his taking off. The mother and 
sisters of the unfortunate man have informed 
the startled public that he was the frequent 
victim of catalepsy, and on more than one oc- 
casion has Jain for days, and even weeks, in 
a cataleptic trance. Under such circum- 
stances they are certainly warranted in as- 
suming that at the time of his alleged death 
he may have been in one of tnese trances. If 
this be so it follows that the physicians who 
manifested such indecent haste in holding an 
autopsy upon his remains may have actually 
murdered him, It is a horrible surmise, 
supported by a sufficiently grave doubt 
of his actual death, to demand the 
most searching investigation. Both Drs. 
Hammond and Spitzka, practitioners of large 
experience in nervous ana brain diseases, af- 
firm that the cataleptic rigidity is easily mis- 
taken for the rigor mortis, and that persons 
have been known to be in a cataleptic trance 
for thirty days, when absolutely all signs of 
life were suspended, such as breathing and 
beating of the heart, though Dr. Spitzka is 
of opinion that under the knife, if Bishop had 
been alive, he would have shown some signs 
of animation. Then there will always re- 
main a doubt whether he was alive or not. 
and the doubt is intensified by the fact that 
his catalepsy was inherited.

no question that the doctors in the case act-

„ed in an indecent and illegal manner and 


should be made to suffer for it even if they 
can establish that he was dead when they 
sawed his skull and pried into his brain. 
They violated the laws of the State in mov- 
ing and dissecting the body without notify- 
ing the Authorities, for in such a case as this 
an autopsy could onty be justified by the au- 
thority of the Coroner. The laws of New 
York provide that “a person who makes. or 
causes, or procures to be made any dissec- 


tion of the body of a human being, except by 


authority of law or in pursuance of a permis- 
sion given by the deceased, is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor.” In this case five hours aiter 
the alleged disease of Bishop, without the 
knowledge of the authorities, without the 
consent of the decaased, and without either 
the knowledge or consent of any of his 
friends or relatives, the dissection was made 
to satisfy the greedy curiosity of these doc 
tors, and the fact was only discovered by the 
parting of the hair in an unnatural manner 
to conceal the removal of the brain. It was 
a violation of the penal code and of all moral 
obligations to the mother and sisters of the 
unfortunate man which admits of no 
apology or excuse. Bishop’s relatives will 
have the sympatby of the whole community 
if they bring the case not only before the 
medical associations for uaprofessional con- 
duct but before a grand jury for legal inves- 
tigation. It is horrible from every point of 
view. 


OPPOSED TO CHURCH LOTTERIES, 

It is the custom of nearly all churches to 
give from time to time what are called en- 
tertainments“ for the purpose of raising 
money. A mortgage has to be lifted, an 
organ to be bought, a mission to be estab- 
lished, a box to be sent to the heathen, and 
sometimes the minister’s pay to be provided 
for. The regular methods of taxation, the 
pew rentals and the contribution-box, rarely 
suffice, and it becomes necessary to fall back 
on the fair, the bazaar, and the supper. Ice- 
cream in summer, with accompanying de- 
rangement of the stomach, and the oyster in 
winter have become features of church work. 
To make these fairs, or whatever they may be 
called, more productive of money lotteries and 
games of chance are frequently introduced. 
A cheap ring is hidden in a cheap cake and a 
slice is sold ata price which would cover the 
cost of the entire cake. A cane is put up to 
go to that deacon who shall prove his popu- 
larity by getting the greatest number of 
votes. An armchair “ donated by that well 
„known and popular manufacturer, Mr. 
„ Blank,” is raffled off much after the same 
fastiion that a watch or a turkey is disposed 
of in a saloon. 

The young men who are beguiled into visit- 
ing these entertainments are pestered with 
continual requests to take chances.“ As 
they ate entreated by pretty girls they gen- 
erally yield. Yhey resent their own weak- 
ness and vow they will never go again. Gen- 
erally they keep their word. When they 
have a desire to gamble they prefer to do it 
after the orthodox fashion. It may be 
wickeder, but it 1s more interesting, and a 
man has some little show of getting his 
money back. 

The Roman Catholic Church at the Balti- 
more Council declared itself against church 
gambling because it believed it to be im- 
moral. At a meeting of Universalists, men 
and women, heid in this city the other day, 
the same conclusion was reached. It had 
become apparést to most of them that the 
young men were disgusted, and that if the 
church hoped for any recruits from that 
quarter it must cease laying ‘“ stumbline- 
blocks.in the path of the brethren.’’ There 
were some who could not see the wrong in 
these practices. One asked if it was any 
worse to sell slices of prize cake than to beg 
the sugar, flour, and eggs of which that cake 
was made. The majority were of opinion it 
was. Oneof the members could not say 
there was aoything abstractly wrong in 
these methods of money-raising if the money 
was used for a good purpose, but he looked 
There was a 
prejudice against them, especially among the 
young men, and therefore they ought to go. 
And it was decided unanimously they must 
go. Therefore, be it known that henceforth 
it is safe fora young man to attend a Uni- 
versalist fair or bazaar so far as taking 
chances is concerned. He may be asked to 
buy neckties and tidies for more than they 
are worth, but no gambling devices will 
shock his morality or deplete his pocketbook.

EIGHT-CENT GAS IN ENGLAND. 

The discussion of the question whether or 
not the gas companies in this city can afford 
to furnish gas to private consumers at the 
rate of a dollar per thousand feet lends in- 
terest to certain — recently pub- 
lished in England. The Nottingham Daily 
Guardian of April 27 uses several columrs of 
space in setting forth the character df proc- 
esses for the manufacture of gas in that 
country and the cost of production. It says 
editorially that one particular article of gas 
(which need not here be specified) “ gives a 
light superior to coal gas and rivaling in 
brilliancy the electric light, and which can 
be manufactured and put in the holder at 
under fourpence [eight cents] per 1,000 
feet, after allowing for cost of produc- 
tion, wear and tear of plant,” etc. Also 
that tue greater heating power of this-gas, 
as compared with any produced by present 
known means upon a commercial scale, ena- 
bles it to be applied to the industries of steel 
manufacture,“ ete. It is alleged that the 
truth of these claims is demonstrated by a 
full year’s experience in large establishments 
in the United Kingdom. 

The material here referred to is water gas, 
but that is the kind which aj least one of the 
existing plants in this city was constructed 
for producing, and it has been taken under 
the wing of the trust. As was pertinently 
remarked by one of the local capitalists 
who interested himself in the forma- 
tion of that company: “It matters not how 
it is made if the gas will do better 
work than that producea by old methods; 
and if it can be made for less that is our 
profit.“ This language may be fittingly ap- 
propriated by the Chicago consumer. He 
may reason, without being far wrong, that 
the actual cost of making such gas as 1s re- 
ferred to need not be more than twice as 
much in this city as in Nottingham; that the 
cost of distributing in large quantities was 
undertaken afew years ago in Pittsburg at 
arate which amounted to barely three cents 
per thousand; that apy processes which are 
available in England are at the commana of 
manufacturers in this country; and that the 
consumer is entitled to at teast a share of the 
benefits which seience has conferred on the 
world within the last year or two in showing 
how to make gas that is at once good and 
cheap. 

Of course the gags men are aware of all the 
facts here noted and have their eyes open to 
the possibility of being reasoned with by 
their customers in this way. Indeed, there 
is room for the suspicion that they will be 
only too glad to have a dollar conceded to 
them as the price to be paid per thousand 
feet of gas in the future, and are simply ask- 
ing for more lest the dear public should get 
hold of the idea that a greater concession 
might have been obtained by insisting on it 
The recent sharp rise in the selling prices of 
their bonds and trust certificates proves that 
they have satisfied cavitalists of the fact 
that good profits are now beung made 
on the basis of an enormous water- 
Stock, and that there is @

by continuous tapping of the pockets of con- 
sumers in Chicago. There need be no doubt 
of that, or of the fact that recent cheapen- 
ings in process of manufacture, with an ex- 
tended consumption, due to growth of the city, 
enable them to make a greater profit out of 
a dollar per thousand than they used to get 
out of a much higher figure, and more than 
they ought to have now. There should be no 
hesitation, therefore, about insisting firmly 
on the concession asked for, and the repre- 
sentatives of the people who have the mat- 
ter in charge will be recreant to their trust 
if they back downin deference either to 
verbal persuasion or the more potent force 
which some folks recognize in a handful of 
green backs. 


THE FUNCTIONS OF THE SEXES, 

There was printed in last Sunday’s Tun 
UNE an articie contributed to the May Forum 
by Prof. Grant Allen, the biologist, in reply 
to a previous articie by Prof. Lester F. Ward, 
upon “Our Better Halves,” which will be 
likely to provoke widely extended discussion, 
though singularly enough thus far only Mrs. 
Caroline F. Corbin, among the women think- 
ers and writers, and she only sentimentally, 
has sought to make reply to the radical posi- 
tion maintained by Prof. Allen, which may 
be briefly restated. 

Prof. Allen examines the question of the 
respective functions of the sexes from a 
purely biological and therefore scientific 
pointof view, arriving at the conclusion that 
females constitute the race mostly among the 
lower animals, while in the highest woman 
is that part of the race told off for its contin- 
uance, and the superiority and necessity of 
the male are the most plainly marked. Men 
carry on the activities; women are em- 
ployed as wives and mothers; and the prog- 
ress of the race towards civilization has been 
the result of gains mostly made by men alone. 
To maintain this position Prof. Allen brings 
forward many arguments and such forci- 
bie illustrations as negro hybridism to show 
the males are the race and the females 
the sex told off to recruit and reproduce it. 
In summing up his arguments he says: 


All that is distinctively human is man—the 
field, the ship, the mine, the workshop; all that is 
truly woman is merely reproductive—the home, 
the nursery, the schoolroom. There are women, 
to be sure, who inherit much of male faculty, 
and some of these prefer to foilow male voca- 
tions; but in so doing they for the most part un- 
erform satisfactorily 
their maternal functions. ven if in any com- 
munity a large proportion of the women succeed 
in making themselves practically into neuters, 
there must still always remain a sufficiency of 
wives (or their equivalents) to carry on repro- 
ductive functions, else must that community 
cease to exist. And this necessity for telling off 
at least a certain considerable number of the 
women for the arduous duties of human ma- 
ternity prevents the possibility of women as such 
ever being really in any deep sense the race. It 
is human to till, to build. to navigate, to manu- 
facture [to invent}; and these are the functions 
that fall upon man. The functions that special- 
ly fall upon woman are those which woman, as 
female, shares equally with all other females of 
the mammaliantype. Any other belief seems to 
me pre-Darwiniaa and anti-biological. 


In taking this position Prof. Allen lays 
himself open to the charge of being cold- 
blooded and ungallant, if not positively dis- 
respectful, to the gentler sex, but being a 
scientist by profession and treating the sub- 
jectonly from the scientific point of view, 
and considering the human race not as 
spiritual beings but as the highest type in the 
animal families, it is evident that charges of 
this sort will not affect him much. The prin- 
cipal contention still remains, and until it can 
be overthrown the question is a pertinent 
one, whether it is not cruel that woman 
should do whatis expected of her by nature 
and at the same time what is required 
of man. Being engrossed mainly in 
the care of the family and household, 
why should women be required to deive in 
mines, to till the soil, to engage in manufact- 
uring. to study inventions, to run railroads 
or steamboats, to act as sailors, soldiers, or 
policemen, or in fact todo men’s work? In 
this equal division of labor how can women 
do both? The division is evidently proper 
and natural. The only. possible exceptions 
in this division are those who pass out of 
their natural sphere by never marrying, 
while others for a short period before mar- 
riage or after marriage, if they never have a 
family to rear, might undertake the activi- 
ties, though evidently ata terrible disad- 
vantage. 

The first twenty years of a girl’s life are 
spentin growing to womanhood. Then fol- 
low thirty years, if marriage comes early, de- 
voted to the performance of matrimonial du- 
ties. This is the natural scheme or provision 
of nature. Why then should the woman, 
during this latter period, be compelled to 
take part in the struggle for life, to find her- 
self compelled to do the work of man in se- 
curing food, raiment, fuel, shelter, and medi- 
cine, orin performing the necessary activi- 
ties which materially advance the world, be- 
sides rearing the family and caring for it, 
cooking, ironing, washing, and decorating 
and beautifying the home? Why should she 
be a home-maker and at the same time a care- 
taker, drudge, and deiver in the work outside 
the home which belongs to the man? 
How can she? Itis certainly more than she 
is able to do—that is, more task than the 
average woman can perform. When it is 
done it is only in the lowest ranks of the hu- 
man family. The squaw will rear her pa- 
poose and carry it strapped to her back while 
she is doing the work of the lazy buck. The 
Ethiopian woman in the wilds of Africa does 
this double work. The female peasant 
drudges of Europe, whose sons are in the 
army, toil in the fields, sowing, digging, 
chopping, hoeing, plowing, mowing, reaping, 
and thrashing, and are hitched with dogs to 
carts, but this is not womanly work. Mrs. 
Corbin would not want her sex to do it. 

In the natural division which now exists it 
is man’s place to do the heavy work, the 
inventing, building, money-getting, war- 
making, law-enforcing, transporting of peo- 
ple and merchandise, and the protecting of 
society. In all civilized communities men 
should do men’s work, and it is only in un- 
civilized communities or under exceptional 
circumstances that women do men’s work. 
This is the natural division from the biolog- 
ical point of view. The moral and spiritual 
aspects of the question lie eatirely outside of 
it. In morals and religion there is no sex. 
The same laws govern each; the same re- 
sponsibilities hold.

General Government are pursuing; for this, in 
my opinion, would be political suicide. 


This is eminently sound civil service doo- 
trine. Washington had no sympathy with 
the spoils dogma, and in the minor, non- 
political offices he favored a tenure during 
good behavior and appointments based on 
the personal fitaess of the applicant, irre- 
spective of his party views. But in respect 
to any office of coneequence” it was far 
different. Tolerant as Washington was, he 
would never have appointed ex-rebels and 
secessionists as representatives in foreign 
lands of American Nauonality. He would 
never have given an advocate of State 
sovereignty the independent authority 
that goes with a seat on the Supreme 
Bench. If, in such appointments as 
that of Jefferson as secretary of State, Wash- 
ington seems to have made exceptions to his | 


rule it must be remembered that Cabinet 


President, and can act ouly as he approves 
and directs, and van be removed by him un- 


conditionally at any time. Jefferson was 


harmless in the Cabinet so long as Washing- 
ton was President. Washington was careful | 
to put only sound Nationalists on guard In 
important posts, and when he gave recogni- 
tion to State sovereignty disciples he was 
careful to place them where they could do 
no harm. He believed in keeping the Na- 
tional Government in the hands of its 
friends. 


Tun sum total of the work of the License 
Court in Philadelphia is a reduction of the 
number of saloons having a license to sell at 
retail to 1,208, or 140 less than last year, and 
a reduction of the wholesale dealers to 375, 
or 88 less than last year. The Press of that 
city says the slaughter among the wholesale 
applicants in proportion to their number was 
great, only about 58 per cent having been al- 
lowed a license, this being due to the attempt 
of that number to sell at retail under a whole- 
sale permit. The Philadelphia law seems to 
work perfectly. not only in re- 
ducing the number of saloons to the 
minimum, but in the exertion of 
a moral influence. The Press says 
all the saloonkeepers have discovered that a 
good reputation has a money value and they 
will zealously guard that reputation during 
the coming year, and that the wholesome 
and restraining influence of the law will be 
even more marked this year than it was last. 
rhe sight of 1,203 saloonkeepers obeying the 
laws and keeping orderly places instead of 
nearly 6,000 lawless saloonkeepers doing 
what they please—and all within two years 
of the law’s operation—ought to be an inter- 
esting and profitable spectacle for Prohi- 
bitionists. 


Thomas on His Tour. 

A movement is now on foot, begun in New 
York City and already agitated in Brooklyn, 
Cincinrati, Philadelphia, Buffalo, Louisville, St. 
Louis, Minneapolis, and Chicago, having for its 
object a prolonged tour of Theodore Thomas and 
his orchestra throughout the country next fall, 
which shall be in the nature of a National testi- 
monial to the great work this conductor has done 
for music in the United States. Prominent 
musicians and cannoisseurs ja all these cities are 
conferring with each other as to the details of 
the scheme and the best manner of carrying it 
out. 

Several years ago Mr. Thomas made annual 
tours of this kind, but circumstances which need 
not be specified now led to their abandonment. 
That the demand has now come for their renewal 
is significant. It shows the people have not for- 
gotten how much Mr. Thomas has done in the 
way of creating a taste for good music, in ac- 
quainting people with the works of the great 
composers, in organizing festivals, and in giving 
impulse and permanent progress to the musical 
art. They remember what obstacles as well as 
tinancial discouragement he had to meet and 
how faithfully and courageously he faced all dif- 
ficulties, and at the same time how persist- 
ently he maintained the standargs of the 
art. From this point of view he was a 
National educator and did morein these tours 
to increase the popular intelligence than all 
others combined. It will be both grateful and 
graceful to recognize the value of his efforts, and 
it need not be doubted that Chicago, where he 
has so many friends, will not be behind 
other cities in manifesting her appreciation by a 
most generous patronage of the scheme. Should 
it eventuate in securing Mr. Thomas as our 
orchestral leaderin the near future it will be a 
consummation devoutly to be wished, and it will 
place Chicago on a secure and prosperous mu- 
sical footing.

TAE VALKYRIE Is READY. 


Lord Dunraven’s New Yacht to Be Sent on 
Her Trial Trip.

Lonpox, May 18. The Valkyrie's crew 

were just stretching her immense staysail 
when the reporter went aboard the yacht at 
Fay’s yard, Southampton, today. It is a 
powerful piece of canvas, much heavier 
than the staysail of the Thistle. With the 
exception of the upholstering and finishing 
touches on the carpentering and iron fit- 
tings the Valkyrie was ali ready for her trial 
trip through the channel to the Thames to 
take part in the initial race next Wednesday. 
Designer Watson evaded the direct question 
as to just when the Valkyrie could start on 
her trip, but Dunraven left London for 
Southampton tonight, and as he intends 
going around to the Thames in his new boat 
it is quite likely that by the time this dis- 
ong 1s printed the cutter will be under 


At first glance the Vaikyrie looks a com- 
plete duplication of the Yarana, but in reali- 
ty thereisa 2 deal of difference in the 
construction of the two boats. The Vaikyrie 
is a considerable variation on both the Yar- 
ana and Thistle, with more draught forward 
than either. The floor is longer and her bow 
much more powerful. She will carry a 
heavier staysail than the Thistle and get the 
good of this powerful canvas. 

While the Thistle was designed for rac- 
ing against the Irex and estabiishing a 
record, the Valkyrie has been specially 
designed to go to windward with the Volun- 
teer or an equally fast vacht with or with- 
out a centreboard. The Valkyrie seems 
bound to make the best match yet for the 
America’s Cup. The reporter managec to 
get hold of Watson long enough to ask him 
what chance he thought the Valkyrie had 
against the Volunteer. 

She would have no chance at all against 
the Volunteer,“ said Watson. If I were a 
betting man I wouldn’t stake a penny on this 
cutter against the Volunteer unless she was 
to have twenty-two minutes allowance; but 
when I was in America the yachtsmen I met 
were good sportsmen, and I don’t believe they 
want to race the Volunteer against this 
boat.“ 

Watson refused to say anything about the 
Valkyrie's centreboard except that it was 
not in the yacht yet, and not likely to be it 
she came up to his expectations in the races 
next week. If I can have my way,“ said 
Watson, “we shall not put in a centreboard 
at all, but it is Dunraveu's yacht, not mine, 
and if he wants a centreboard one can be 
put in on short notice, though it will be nec- 
essary to almost pull the yacht to pieces to 
do it.“ 

American yachtsmen may take this cum 
grano salis, as they may also Watson’s 
statement about the odds of the Valkyrie 
against the Volunteer. 

The Valkyrie is of course the lion of South- 


ampton. She was surrounded with small 


boats filled with British yachtsmen intent 
on satisfying their eyes with the innovations 
not included in the outfit of the old Arrow, 
which for generations ruled the port in 
yachting matters. Clyde yachtsmen were 
also among the spectators. 

It the Valkyrie proves thé: fast boat sue is 
expected to be her speed will never be 
proved till she is alongside the Volunteer 
and wants every foot of road.

READING WINS THE PRIZE 


QUEER TACTICS BY PRINCE AND MOR- 
GAN TO DEFEAT KNAPP. 


The Closing Day of the Six Days’ Bicycle 
Contest the Most Exciting of the Series 
—An Angry Crowd Resent« the Unpro- 
fessional Conduct of 1 wo Riders—A 
Number of Interesting Amateur Events 
—Prospects of a Race Monday Night. 

Exposition Building teemed with vocifer- 
ous humanity last night. The greut gallery 
was an unbroken oval of smiling faces. The 
main floor was a miniature ocean of excited 
spectators, from its centre floated the strains 


of a military bana, and around its rim sped a 


group of muscular, bare-armed men oa 
glittering wheels. The Bicycle was King. 

For six hours the tive tired wheelmen had 
moved steadily around the weary oval. At 3 
o’clock, after making five or six laps on the 
afternoon run, Reading suddenly fell head 
first on the track. Prince was just behind 
and had no time to escape. In 
a moment he, too, was sent sprawling. Be- 
fore either could mount and get away Knapp 
was one lap in the lead. This was the only 
diversion of the afternoon. 

At 8 o’clock, when the band was playing 
** Hail Columbia,” and 5,000 people were wav- 
ing hats and handkerchiets in the air, Read- 
ing suddenly made a tremendous spurt. 

KNAPP IS POCKETED. 

Knapp was immediately behind Prince and 
Morgan. When he discovered that his much 
prized lap was being taken away from him 
he made a heroic effort to increase his spee d. 
Prince and Morgan, however, just in front, 
thwarted every effort. He was in a pocket. 

Wnhen he attempted a burst of apéed Prince 
would promptly cut him off by forcing him to 
the outer wall. In vain Knapp expostulated 
and appealed to the judges as he swept by the 
stand. Prince only smiled grimly. Knapp 
swore and shook his ust, but without avail. 

The queer spectacle of two men leisurely 
holding an excited third in check, while a 
fourth at every turn of the wheel was snatch- 
ing victory trom conceded defeat, was to the 
crowd like a red flag to a bull. On every side 
Prince met with a storm ot hisses. 

* Robber!’ shrieked the crowd. 

“Shame, shame!’’ 

“Thief, thief !”’ 

“That may do in Omaha, but it don’t go 
here,“ yelled a chorus of boys. 

When Reading finally came around neck 
und neck with Prince and Morgan, and in 
advance of Knapp, now hopelessly behind, 
the hissing became terrific. Knapp was 
plainly a favorite. 

THE CROWD IS ANGRY. . 

*“You’re a sneak,” yelled the crowd to 


| Prince. 


Had it fixed, didn’t you?” sneered a hun- 
dred voices derisively. 

The feeling was only intensified when 
Prince, riding close by Reading, patted him 
on the back in brotherly fashion. 

In on the divvy, are you?’ inquired the 
crowd. 

How mucb do you get for it?” 

This episode over, interest in the six day 
race ceased. Reading was plainly the win- 
ner. Theattention was now concentrated on 
amateur events in the outer ring, six laps to 
the mile. 

The first event here was a one-mile race 
for novices. F. H. Tuttle, of the [Illinois 
Cycling Club, won in 311 45, with H. E. 
Loveday of the same club a close second. 
This was followed by a one-mile race on 
safety wheels. There were three entries: 
Bert Myers of Peoria, A. L. A. Wallace, 
and John Mason. The latter won clever- 
ly m 2:58 35, with Bert Myers a 
close second. A ‘onemile handicap 
which followed was taken away from five 
competitors in 2:42 45, Tuttle’s handicap 
being sixty yards less than the mile. The 
second mile race was won by F. Bodach 
and the third by J. R. Black. A mile race by 
colored men was won by J. A. Purdue in 
8:503-5. F. H. Tuttie won another mile race 
in 2:502-5 from the scratch, with F. Bodach 
only 2-5 seconds behind. A two-mile race by 
L. A. W. members was won by H. A. Kohler 
in 5:39 3-5. B. Burroughs second. A one-mile 
consolation race was won by W. J. Maas, C. 
Guthrie second. 

AMATEUR EVENTS. 
The two best amateur events were the last. 


These were a three-mile team race by mem- 


bers of the Illinois ana Chicago Cycling 
Clubs and a ten-mile scratch race. The first 
was marvelously close. The Illinois men 
were Loveday, Maas, and Tuttle, the Chicago 
men Van Sicklen and Winship. Twenty- 
four times uround the inclosure five men 
huddled within touching distance of each 
other. The finishing order was Tuttle, Van 
Sicklen, Maas, Loveday, and Winship, the 
Illinois Club thus winning by a narrow lead. 
Each member was immediately presented 
with an enormous bouquet by enthusiastic 
admirers. 

The ten-mile race had three entries: F. E 
Spooner, Bryson Burroughs of Cincinnati, 
and Bert Myers of Peoria. Myers was the 
favorite from the start. 

**Spooner’s a daisy.“ said Doorkeeper 
Ingram, but these Chicago fellows ride too 
much. They get stale. It's so with adog, or 
a horse, or a man.“ 

This opinion met with great approval. Bur- 
roughs had fainted once during the evening 
and was considered out of the race. Sud- 
denly, after Myers had maintained a steady 
lead for nine miles, he gave out almost in 
sight of the goal, and Burroughs by a mag- 
nificent spurt dashed down the final stretch 
neck and neck with Spooner, winning by a 
thread. The winner was borne away on the 
shoulders of his triends. 

THE WINDUP OF THE RACE. 

All this tame che five six-duy men had been 
plodding wearily along. Scarcely a spurt 
was made during the latter part of the even- 
ing until the close, when for a few minutes 
the wheels moved with some semblance to 
speed. The finish wastame. The result had 
been forecasted an hour before. When the 
bell rang at 10:45 o’clock, and the six-day 
race was over, the score was as follows:

MIRACULOUS ESCAPE FROM DEATH. 


Twenty-one Persons Injured in a Tele- 
scoped Car on the Grand Trunk Road. 
BELLEVILLE, Ont., May 18.—[Special.|—A 

serious accident occurred om the Madoc 

Branct of the Grand Trunk Railway today. 

The passenger train from Madoc, which had 


just left Corbyville, was run into from the 


rear by a timber train of twelve cars that 
was going at a high rate of speed. The rear 
car was telescoped trom end to end and all 
on board had a miraculous escape from 
death. There were ifty-three passengers in 
the cur, and of these twenty-one were in- 
jured. The most serious cases are Mr. Ryan, 
horse buyer, of Montreal; three ribs broken, 
legs bruised, and injured internally. Recov- 
ery doubtful. Mrs. French, of Huntingdon, 
right arm broken, bruised on chest and legs. 
Case dangerous. Jefferson Caverly of 
Madoc, cutson the face and head. Mrs. 
Kane, knee fractured. Mrs. Fretz of Fox- 
boro, ankle fractured and badly bruised. 
Mrs. Martin, left ankle fractured. Her child 
suffers from concussion of the brain. Mrs. 
Harris of Madoc, leg fractured and serious- 
ly bruised. Stephen Tutts of Tuftsville, 
badly cut on bead and skull fractured. Nine 
of the others had bones broken, and four 
others severe bruises. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 18.—A terrible ac- 
cident occurred on the Lebanon branch of 
the Nashville, Chattanooga & St, Louis Rail- 
road about nine miles from this city about 4 
o’clock this afternoon. The bridge across 
Stone River caught fire froma passing train. 
Seventeen men, two whites and flrteen 
negroes, who were working on the road near 
by, went to the bridge and took an engine on 
it with the intention of extinguishing the 
tire with the water from the tender. The 
span gave way, carrying men and engine 
into the river, fifty feet below. William 
Morgan, the engineer, received serious inter- 
nal injuries. The fireman, Charles Gribble, 
had his leg broken, and received other seri- 
ous injuries. Three of the negro laborers 
were killed and six were injured, four dan- 
gerously. 


EGAN MUST STAY AT THE ASYLUM. 


Judge Reeves Gives His nee in the 
Habeas Corpus Proceedings, 

KANKAKEE, III., May 18.—[Special. |—Judge 
Reeves has rendered a decision in the habeas 
corpus proceedings of James Egan of Chi- 
cago against Dr. Richard Dewey, Superin- 
tendent of the Illinois Eastern Hospital for 
the Insane, in which Egan is remanded to 
the asyium. The opinion orders “ that the 
said James Egan be remanded to the custody 
of Richard Dewey, to be retained until or 
dered discharged under the -statute in such 
cases made and provided by the trustees of 
said asylum or discharged by reason of a 
restoration to reason. Provided if tne sgid 


Egan shall not have been released from said 


asylum by the time of the session of ths Cir- 
cuit Court of said County of Kankakee to be 
held in September, 1889. he may, 1f he choose 
so to do, apply to said court for u further 
hearing under the writ issued in the proceed- 
ings upon giving due notice of such applica- 
tion to all parties entitled to said notice.“ 
Egan, when told that Judge Reeves had re- 
fused to give him his liberty, took the matter 
quite philosophically and said: “ Well, I sup- 
pose this means that lam to stay here until 
September.“ Egan has been expecting that 
his petition would be decided favorably to 
him. Dr. Dewey believes that Egan will soon 


be fully restored to his reason and be in a 


condition to be discharged. 
GEN, LOUIS d. BROWN KILLS HIMSELF. 


The Well Koown Cincinnati Lawyer Takes 
His Life While Mentally Deranged. 

Cincinnati, O., May 18.—(Speciai.]—Gen. 
Louis Gove Brown shot himself in the nead 
this morning at his home near Brighton Sta- 
tion. He was removed to the city hospital, 
where he died tbis afternoon. It 
was deemed necessary to remove 
him to Longview Asylum this morn- 
ing, and a deputy was sent out 
to his residence to bring him to the 
Probate Court for the necessary details re- 
quired for removal to the asylum. When the 
deputy arrived the General had not arisen, 
but it seems that he soon learned that an 
officer was in quest of him. and he imme- 
diately drew a pistol and shot himself, the 
ball entering the forehead to the side and 
above the right eye. 

Gen. Brown was a brave soldier. He or- 
ganized the One Hundred and Seventeenth 
Regiment of colored troops, and was its 
Colonel, and was brevetted a Brigadier Gen- 
eral before he was 22. He was sent to Texas 
on account of the French invasion of Mexico 
and the Maximilian fiasco. He was United 
States Attorney in Texas after the war, and 
also held the office of United States Col- 
lector at Shreveport, Tex. Gen. Brown 
was at one time quite wealthy, but lost most 
of his fortune and grew despondent over it. 
He was born in Brooklyn, N. Y., ana was 
45 years of age. He was a writer of much 
ability and force and a man of brilliant mental 
quality.

He Promises $600,000 Toward a Baptist

Boston, Mass., May 18.—The American Bap- 
tist Education Society held its annual meeting 
here this afternoon and evening.

MAY INVOLVE MILLIONS. 


A GRAVE QUESTION ARISING OUT OF 
THE CLAPP & DAVIES FAILURE. 


Creditors of the Defanct Jewelry Firm 
Seek to Have an Equal Distribation of 
the Assets Which Were Seized Under 
Confessed Jadgments—The Suit, if Suac- 
cessfal, May Result in Distarbing the 
Whole System of Voluntary Assignment 
—Mr. Gage's Opinion. | 


A commercial resurrection is threatened 
that may unearth many askeleton of buried 
discredit and financial collapse. Firms who 
within the last thirteen years have passed 
through a whitewashing process at the hands 
of the courts are confronted with the possi- 
bility that all their efforts may have been in 
vain. 

The cause of this prospective disturbance 
is a bill which was filed in the United States 
Circuit Court yesterday by the creditors of 
the firm of Clapp & Davies, jewelers. The 
complainants in the bill are seventy-five 
Eastern jewelry firms, represented dy 
the law firm of Moses & Newman. 
The defendants are Caleb Ciapp, Thomas Da- 
vies, William W. Cudworth, Mary E. Han- 
ley, William B. Clapp, Daniel A. Loring, 
Hiram B. Peabodv, Ada 8. Haven, and 
Charles Catlin, receiver of the defunct jew- 
elry firm of Clapp & Davies. 

The principal object of the bill’ is to have 
set aside the confessions of judgment made 
by Clapp & Davies to Daniel A. Loring, H. 
B. Peabody, Ada S. Haven, William W. Cud- 
worth, William B. Clapp, and Mary E. Hen- 
ley as illegal and void. 

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

In April, 1887, Clapp & Davies, wholesale 
jewelers at No. 66 Washington street, failed, 
with liabilities of over $300,000. They claimed, 
the complainants allege, that they owed 
$6,000 to Duniel Loring ; $18,000 to H. B. Pea- 
body; to Ada S. Haven, $11,000; to William 
B. Clapp, $66,000; and to Mary E. Henley, 
Loring’s sister, $12,000—in all $113,000. April 
15, 1887, they confessed judgments to these 
parties for the amounts of their respective 
indebteanesses. Executions were levied 
upon the stock of Clapp & Davies, and im- 
mediately Ada S. Haven filed a creditor’s 
bill in the Superior Court, and on this Charles 
Catlin was appointed receiver. All the prop- 
erty of the firm was turned over to the re- 
ceiver by the Sheriff, who held it by virtue 
of the confessions of judgment. The stock 
was sold by the receiver, and was bought in 
by the judgment creditors for $101,000. 

In the suitjust begun the complainants 
constitute almost, if not quite, ail of the jew- 
elry trade of the East. Such firms as R. 
Biackinton & Co. of Boston, Cook & Eddy of 
Providence, R. L., Blake & Claflin of Boston, 
Lincoln Bacon & Co. of New York, and others 
of equal standing, chiefly in Boston and 
other New Engiand cities, comprise the 
list of complainants. The aggregate amount 
of their claims is about $175,000 of the total 
of $800,000 of Ciapp & Davies’ indebtedness. 
They claim that the firm was for more than 
a year prior to its failure hopelessly insol- 
vent, and that the partners well knew that 
such was the case, and that they never 
could pay their obligations. Nevertheless 
they recklessly and wrongfully continued 
their business, and continued to buy goods 
from the complaidants on credit. 


UNFAIR PREFERENCE CHARGED. 

It is claimed that they confederated with 
their co-defendants to dispose of their prop- 
erty for the benefit of a few favored credit- 
ors to the exclusion of other creditors, and 
thereby evade and violate the laws of the 
State of [Illinois prohibiting prefer- 
ences, and especially the law relating 


to voluntary assignments, conferring juris- 


diction with respect to such matters upon the 
County Courts. It is claimed that it was in 
pursuance of the said general scheme to as- 
sign and dispose of ail their property for the 
benefit of the defendants that Clapp & 
Davies executed the confessions of judgmert. 

It is further claimed that these confessions 
of judgment, or unlawful preferences, were 
in direct violation of the law as laid down 
by Mr. Justice Harlan of the United States 
Supreme Court in his recent decision in the 
case of White vs. Cotzhausen. The 
bill of the unsecured - creditors of 
Clapp & Davies is filed for the pur- 
pose of reaching their assets under 
Justice Harlan’s decision. It is the first 
united effort in thirteen years which has 
been made by creditors for setting aside 
preferences. It is alleged that the receiver, 
Churles Catlin, now holds all the property of 
the firmof Clapp & Davies as trustee for 
the equal benefit of all creditors of the firm, 
and that. if he has distributed or de- 
livered any of the property to the de- 
fendants, they hold it as _ trustees. 
The complainants therefore ask that Catlin 
may be enjoined from paying over to any of 
the defendants any of the money or property 
of Clapp & Davies that has or may come to 
his hands as receiver, and that the defend- 
ants may be enjoined from prosecuting any 
proceedings under the creditor’s bill filed 


two years ago, and that the judgments and. 


all the proceedings under. them and the 
transfer of the firm’s property to the receiver 


may be declared a voluntary assignment for 


the benefit of all their creditors. 
THE EFFECT ON OTHER FAILURES. 

It was said by the attorneys for the com- 
plainants that if they are successful in this 
case it will be the forerunner of a thousand 
more exactly similar in ali important details. 
The principle of law on which the 
complainants expect to gain: their victory 
every failure that has 
taken place in Chicago in thirteen 
years. These, the attorneys say, were always 
considered lawful, but were declared unla w- 
ful by Judge Harlan. If the decision by 
Judge Harlan is upheld it will mean the 
banks ot Chicago must give up least 
$2,000,000 which they have secured by such 
unlawful preferences. It is said that one 
prominent bank alone holds at least $1,500,000 
of money thus obtained. 

MR. GAGE’'S OPINION. 

Mr. Lyman J. Gage, Vice-President of the 
First National Bank, was asked, wnat effect 
it would have on the Chicago banks if the 
parties bringing this suit were successful 
and all settlements where confession of 
judgment had been given preference should 
be set aside. 

„% The effect of such a decision need cause 
no geueral alarm,“ said Mr. Gage. “The 
sums that Chicago banks have received dur- 
ing the last thirteen years under confessions 
of judgment have not been great— 
probably not over $1,000,000 or $1,500,- 
6000 by banks together - and 
the proportion of this sum which would be 
affected would be small. Nearly ali the cases 
are finally closed, receipts in full settlement 
have been given, and even though this ruling 
should be declared retroactive, I cannot see 
how it could affect matters which the courts 
have aiready declared to be finally settied. 
I think of but one case in which the First 
National is interested which such aruling 
would affect. Probably all the banks would 
have more or less of such cases. But in no 
case, I think, would the result be at all 
serious nov mean anything except a ioss of 
nota great amount to the bank’s s tockhold- 
ers. 

„I can see httle logic in the reasoning Ov 
which this theory which the courts are now 
adopting in regard to confessions of judg- 
ment and judgment notes is upheld. 
The courts of this State have fur- 
nished @ recent ruling in this line, out 
of which the Supreme Court decision comes 
logically enough, but it seems to me this rul- 
ing of the lower court is going to work great 
harm. It is illustgated in a recent case with 
our bank.

Itis 
the men who are struggling along in a small 
way who give judgment notes, and such a 
‘decision by the courts is a strong blow at 
their chances of success.“

bald Scott Cleghorn and neice of his Majesty 
King Kalakaua.

TWO ELECTION MURDERS IN ARKANSAS.

Sheriff Wilson &1 | Parham Killed 
at Forrect City—Furthet Trouble Feared. - 
Lirtiz Rock, Ark., May 18.—[ Special. 


County Clerk Tom Parham were instantly 
killed at Forrest. City today. The tragedy 
grew out of the election for school directors, 
which was ut the time in progress and which 
had occasioned much bitterness. A quarrel 
between two or three persons precipitated a 
riot, during which Wilson and Parham re- 
ceived death wounds. City Marshal Foibie 
was also wounded and is not expected to live 
through the night. Thetown is wild with 
excitement and further bloodshed is feared.

THE MONTAN A ELECTION. 


Democrats Have a Small Majority—Party 
Lines Disregarded in Some Counties. 

HELENA, Mont., May 18,—Tuesday’s elec- 
tion for deiegates to the constitutional con- 
vention shows that the embryo State may 
be Democratic. The returns show that the 
Democrats will have a majority. A conserv- 
ative estimate gives them thirty-seven and 
the Republicans thirty-four members of 
the convention. Two are independents, 
giving a working majority of ‘three. 
Not enough returns have been received 
to enable a clear judgment to be formed of 
the relative »strength of the two parties on 
the popular vote. There are cases in which 
party lines were wholly ignored, and where 
a consideration of we fitness of men had far 
more to do with the outcome than politics. If 
the Democrats elected but one delegate in 
tne Eigbteenth District, which is doubtful, it 
was on account of the unpopularity of one of 
the delegates. 

Reports from Madison County, while quite 
meagre, give ground for the supposition that 
n have elected two delegates. 
The Twelfth District will be represented by 
one Democrat, one Republican, and one In- 
dependent who has aiways affiliated with 
the Democrats on strictly party issues, Mr. 
Breene. representative of the Labor element 
in the Wickes district, will probably act with 
the Democrats. The result in Beaverhead 
County 18 in doubt, but the delegation will 
probably be composed of two Republicans 
and one Democrat. Fergus County bas not 
been heard from, except one or two pre- 
cincts. 

The legal profession will be numarously 
represented in the convention. On the Dem- 
ocratic side there will be Judge Dixon of 
Butte, ex-Deiegate Toole of Helena, K. B.

BLOCK COAL MINERS ON A STRIKE 


They Reject the Demand of the Operators 
for a Hedaction. 

BRAU, Ind., May 18.—[Special,|—Dele- 
gates from fitteen of the principal block coal 
mines of Indiana, and representing over 2,000 
votes, held an all day convention here today, 
resulting in a formal rejection of the oper- 
ators’ demand for 20 cents reduction and in 
declaring a strike by a two-thirds vote. 
Work has been almost wholly suspended here 
since May 1, when last year’s scale expired 
by limitation. Monday picks will be taken 
from. the mines, and a strike that 
promises to last all summer and per- 
haps well into the fall will be on. the 
reduction 1s from 90 cents to 70, the largest 
ever demanded in the history of the coal 


traffic in the West. The disturbance of the 


market caused by naturai gas and fuel oils, 
together with cut-throat competition from 
lilinois, Ohio, and Pennsylvania operators, 
seems to Warrant the reduction. Thé oper- 
ators ciaim that they can mine by machines 
for 55 cents a ton, but are willing to pay pick 
miners 70, the difference being offset by 
rents and other considerations. All the 
block miners of the State are affected, 
The bituminous pick miners are at work 
at 65 cents and bituminous machine miners at 
42 ½ cents till June 1. If the biock miners 
are defeated the bituminous miners must 
suffer an addiuonal five ceat reduction. 
They have already voted aid to the block 
miners, but will likely strike also, in which 
event trouble will result, as many of their 
number wiil insist on working. Much desti- 
tution is felt, as the miners have been idle 
for months, but there are no orders to fill 
and wiil not be before the winter trade sets 
in in July. 


PIPING NATURAL GAS FROM INDIANA. 


An Act of the Legislature Forbidding It 
Deciared Unconstitutional. 

Fort Wayne, Ind., May 18.—An important 
case was devided in the Jay County Circuit 
Court today. Itinvolves the constitutional- 
ity of the act of the last Legislature forbid- 
ding the piping of natural gus from Indiana 
wells to points outside the State. The Indiana 
and Onio Oil, Gas & Mining Company, a cor- 
poration organized under the laws of Indi- 
ana, secured franchises in Jay County and 
last season laid ten and one-half miles of 
pipe from wells there to Fort Recovery, O., 
and began the delivery of gas to consumers 
in Ohio. 

Two suits were brought against the com- 
pany under the act referred to—one bya 
landowner, across whose property right of 
way had been condemned, asking for for- 
feiture of the richt of way and of jhe pipe 
lad therein. The other was a quo war- 
ranto suit seeking for a _ forfeiture 
of the charter of the company. Both 
cases were submitted on the same argument 
and the act was held to be in conflict. with 
Sec. 8 of Art. 1 of the Constitution of the 
United States, Which gives to Congress the 

wer to reguiate commerce between the 

tates. The case will go immediately to the 
Supreme Court on appeal.

IS TRUSSELL A FUGITIVE? 


A BOSTON FINANCIE4’S SUDDEN TRIP 
TO CANADA. 


He la Charged with Galling a Great 
Many People Into Buying Stock in His 
Patent Freezing Apparatus and of 
Spending the Money in Dissipation—It 
Ie Also Said He Has Too Many Wives 
and Is a Bad Man Generally—He Denies 
the Allegations. 

Boston, Mass., May 18.—[Special.|— 
“ Skipped to Canada.“ Such is the headline 
over a most sensational story which appears 
in today’s Herald. The story fills three col- 
umns, and in the most straightforward terms 
charges Wilbert C. Trussell with being a 
swindler, a man with two wives, an assort- 
ment of mistresses, and a fondness for biow- 
ing in other people’s money on champagne 
suppers and swell outfits for himself and the 
ladies of some of his families. Not only this; 
he is written down “a brag, a bully, and a 
blower,“ and, worse than all, according to 
the talk of the street, he has inveigied men 
into the Automatic Freezer Company and 
their money is gone. 

At Chriatn.as-time, after long experiment- 
ing, Trussell Claimed that his patent ice 
freezer was perfected. Some of the shrewd- 
est business-men of Massachusetts and 
Maine, also women, invested money. A 
prominent ice firm, in Gardiner invested 
$20,000 for an insurance, as they termed it, 
in case the new invention should knock 
the bottom out of the ice business. 
Among those who have invested more or less 
heavily are: Dennis W. Clark. Portland, 
Me.; Asabel Chaplin, Portland, Me.; David 
Dennis, President Gardiner National Bank, 
Gardiner, Me.; Clark & Chaplin Ice Company, 
Portland, Me.; Elisha Clark, Boston; Frank 
W. Morrill, Boston; Joseph M. Nickerson, 
Boston; James M. Upton, Boston; George 
Flint, Boston; Frederick Crosby, Boston; 
Frank M. Crosby, Boston; W. R. Johnston. 
Newburyport; Richard A. Newell, Bos- 
ton; William P. Wiggin, Boston; Orin 
Dougiass, Boston; John G. Matziuger, 
Philadelphia; George Shaffer, Philadelphia; 
F. A. Smith, T. B. Perry, Jerome Rumery, 
Portland, Me.; A. D. McClelian, Boston; Mr. 
Baker of Currier & Baker, Boston. These 
were the original stockhoiders. 

Tuesday Trusseli suddenly departed for 
Montreal. The stockholders became alarmed. 
A visit to the experimenting-room showed 
that the apparatus bad been tampered 
with.

that Mrs. Trussell had “fixed” things 
before the visitors were taken to see the ice 
device work. Large sums of money had 
been paid Trussell before his departure and 
the statement is made that he must dave 
nt gaa away at least thousands of doliars in 
cash, 

TRUSSELL’S CAREER. 

Trussell nas had a checkered career. He 
used to drive a butcher’s cart. In Attleboro 
he kept a hotel and was obliged to leave 
town on accountof liquor suits, He invented 
a patent car-starter, started a stock company, 
went to Canada and then abroad on the 
strength of car-starter speculations, Then 
he returned and again is missing. 

The President of tne Trussell Automatic 
Freezer Company, when seen today, said: * I 
know nothing whatever about Trussell’s 
family affairs, but in our busi- 
ness we supposed him to be fair 
and honest. He said he didn’t feel 
well and was ouly golng away to rest. Be- 
tore going he gave our Treasurer what he 
represented as the formula of his freezing 
preparation. If this is the genuine thing we 
are all right; if not we are swindied.”’ 

Tue Treasurer was next seen. He is a man 
of wide experiences in tinancial matters and 
has known Trussell for along time. He nad 
not seen the shrewd inventor for several 
years, when he was one day summoned to a 
hotel and asked to go Trussell's bail on an 
attachment suit. This he did. Trussell 
rewarded him by letting him in on the 
ground floor of his freezer.“ 
urer says he knows the formula Trussell 
used, and is convinced that the investors are 
safe, though he believes it likely chat tne 
inventor may have sold stock to the tune of 
$20,000 to $30,000 and perhaps forgot to ac- 
count for it. 3 i 

TRUSSELL TALES. 


MONTREAL, Que., May 18.— [Special. — Wil- 
bert C. Trussell was seen tonight at the 
Balmoral Hote by your correspondent in the 
presence of his counsel, his wife, and three 
children. He listened while the Herald 
story was read, and tnhea said: | 

‘This scurrilous attack has been made on 
me because | would not bribe a certain news- 
paper man-in Boston. I left Boston for my 
health and happen to have stopped here.“ 

Speaking of the charge tnat he was aided 
in this alleged swindle by handsome Mrs. 
Adams, his alleged mistress, Trussell said: 

“She will grind up the scamp who wrote 
that stuff until there isn't enough of him to 
freeze.

Weil, let me tell you that I haven't 
drank adrop of liquor of any kina for five 
months, have not been inside of the Sherman 
House bar for six months, and that the state- 
ment is a he. Drink? Yes, so does neariy 
every man in Massachusetts, if we are to 
judge by the vote at the last election.” 

Reading the names of the victims,“ as 
termed by the Herald, Trussell said: 

„These are only u few of the stockholders. 
There are so many that I cannot remember 
all their pames, but they include prominent 
banking and commercial men. What 
rot this is about money in the treas- 
ury. There is not a cent in the 
treasury—the treasury stock has not been 
sola to my knowledge. I have ali the money 
there was, and it was all paid for in stock of 
my own. Why should 1 put it into the com- 
pany’s treasury when it was my own personal 
property? How much have 1 got, eh? Is it 
$30,000 Well have enough to pay 
board, ana 1 had m supper tonight 
and hope to have it a week tence. In fact, I 
have an idea that the Balmoral Hotel 
wouldn’t object to my custom for a year, 
anyhow. I never told the hotel clerk that I 
was going to Newton, N. H., and I did not 
sneak out of Boston, nor run away 
without telling people I Was leaving. 
Yes, W. R. Johnston of Newburyport 
was here Thursday and yesterday, and 
wanted to see me. I was busy each time he 
called attending to some important business, 
but my son referred him to my counsel 
Greenshields, Guerin & Greenshieids, sayin 
they wre attending to all my Boston busi- 
ness forme. Mr, Johnston saw fit to get 
angry and go away without seeing them.

Nine Houses and Barns Destroyed—Loss, 
$20,000; Insurance, $11,000. 

The midnight tire at East South Chicago, 

reported briefly in Tue TRInUNxR yesterday, 

was a serious blaze. The loss was about $20,- 


000, with an insurance of not more than $11,- 


000. Nine houses and barns were com- 
pletely destroyed and as many more 
were badiy scorched. The fire had its 
origin in the barn of Henry Saffron, 
and, owing to the strong south wind, it took 
but a moment to spread to the adjoining 
buildings. Engine No, 2, at South Chi 

the nearest, was some time in getting to the 
blaze, as the distance is two miles. In the 
meantime fifty or say men with buckets at- 
tempted to save the buildings that h not 
yet taken tire. The heat from the burning 
buildings was so intense that it was useless to 
continue the work, and the spectators, ably 
assisted by the police. aided in removing 
housebold goods. The fire at Cummings dur- 
ing the day had burned considerable hose, 
and when the engines arrived there was 
not enough pipe to reach to the river. A 
ditch supplied what little water there was. 
In a few moments Capt. Donohue knew he 
was powerless and sent for the Forty-sixth 
street engine and the Grand Crossing hook 
and ladder wagon. The latter made a good 
run and supplied all the hose necessary, so 
that by the time une Hyde Park engine ar- 
rived at South Chicago the fire was out. 

There was no use in attempting to 
save any of the burning buildings, 80 
the firemen directed their attention 
toward saving the adjoining buildings. 
The tire swept through a whole block of cot- 
tages aud small houses and only stopped be- 
cause it took the last house in the row. This 
vor tion of the east side is densely populated. 
The east-siders, like the people of Cum- 
mings, did not want the lake water, and thus 
they were caught napping. 

The loss falls on comparatively poor peo- 
ple. The homes of these men represent the 
savings of many years. The total losses are 
as follows: 

J. Peters, one and one-half-story cottage 
and barn, $1,100; insurance, 8500, 

Heury Betoner, two-story bouse and barn, 
$2,300; insurance, $1,300.

There seems to be a mystery connected 
with these fires that cannot be soived. Both 
the Cummings and East South Chicago con- 
flagrations originated in barns and in thickly 
settled parts, where there is no water, and a 
long distance from an engine company. The 
two settlements narrowly escaped being en- 
tirely wiped out, The firemen worked well 
and deserve great credit, for they fought 
against all imaginable odds. 


DAMAGE BY WIND, HAIL, AND LIGHTNING. 


Severe Storms in Iowa, Michigan, Wiscen- 
sin, and Northern texas—Lives Lost. 

WATRRLOO, Ia, May 18.—[Speciai.]—Re- 
ports of destruction by the storm of Thurs- 
day begin to be received here. At 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon a cyclone struck Sumoer, 
demolishing a number of small buildings, 
wrecking Tibbets’s large stock barns, and 
damaging the bank building. At Hazeiton, 
in Buchanan County, the Catholic Church 
was wrecked, and in adjoining townships a 
number of barns were demolished and 
nearly every hayatack for miles was scat- 
tered over the fields. 

Racine, Wis., May 18.—[Speclal.I— The se- 
vere thunder storms which prevailed in this 
vicinity last night did serious damage in the 
western part of the county. In the Towns 
of Burlington, Caledonia, and Somers many 
horses were killed. The wind did much dam- 
age to barns and chimneys, while the heavy 
hailstorm of yesterday afternoon injured 
crops and fruit trees. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Muy 18.—[Special. |— 
The storm of ‘last evening was one of the 
heaviest as to rainfall in a short time, as 
well as one of the liveliest for ligntning, that 
has visited the city for some time. uring 
the terrific sto lightning struck Uncle 
Sam’s signal stdff on top of the Mitch- 
eli Building, splitting t from top to 
bottom. The bolt stunned the night man on 
duty at the sigaal office. knocking him from 
his chair to the floor. Reports from through- 
out the State are to the effect that che storm 
was general and the fali of rain unusuaily 
heavy. In some instances slight casualties 
resulted from the freaks of lightning and the 
torrents of rain. | 

CHEBOYGAN, Mich., May 18.—[Special.]—A 
heavy hail and rain storm struck this city 
from an easterly direction last night. Many 
windows about the city were broken. Young 


fruit and shade trees were damaged. Some 


of the hail measured an inch in diameter. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., May 18.—A severe storm 
swept across Northern Texas yesterda 
afternoon. The dwelling- house of 1. 
Anteberry, south of Bonham, was de- 
molished and his wife seriously injured, 
At Forest City, in Montague County, a scnool- 
house was destroyed, two children killed, 
many seriously hurt, and three are missing. 
Another school-house at Stephenstiile was 
biown down a few minutes after school had 
been dismissed and two children somewhat 
1 red. Great destruction of crops occurred. 

C<ANSAS City, Mo.“ May 18.— The raiiroads 
have been busy at work today repairing the 
damage of vesterday's storm and tonight 
they are ail in fairly good shape. 


HUMES AND HIS FIVE WIVES, 


A Mulford, Mass., Architect Has to Flee on 
Account of His Many Marriages. 

Boston, Mass., May 18.—/{Special.|—Five 
times married. Such is the record of Albin 
H. Humes, a prominent architect of Milford, 
this State, who is now missing, Wife No. 4, 
who is a Muford girl, is suing 
for a divorce. Within a few weeks 
Humes left his wife, came to Bos- 
ton, and captured the heart of a pretty school 
girl named Miss Brooks, eloped with and 
married her. The couple returned, Humes 
flashed up considerable money, and the par- 
ents thought it a good match and forgave the 
elopers. Phe little girl has just learned that 
she has been nothing but the mistress of 
Humes, and Humes has fled. 

Wife No. 4, who seeks the divorce, was en- 
gaged to Humes within an hour after she 
first met him aud married him within two 
weeks. Humes married a Portland, Me., girl 
of considerable weaith as wife No. 3, spent 
most of her money, committed forgery, ex- 
pecting she would settle, but she refused, and 
he fled to Canada, He returned, was capt- 
ured, and sent to prison at Thomaston. 

W hiie in prison his suave manners gained 
him.the Warden’s friendship, He was al- 
lowed outside the walis todo odd joe. A 
Thomaston girl saw him, fell in love with 
and became engaged to him, but afterward 
breke the engagement.

ELECTION REFORM FOR MISSOURL 


The Governer Signs the Bill to Regulate 
Voting by the Australian System. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., May 18.—[Speciai.|—The 
Election Reform biil which was passed by 
the Legislature has been signed by the Gov- 
ernor and has become a law. It is designed 
to remove many of the evils that now exist 
and to prevent the corruption of the 
-ballot box. The bill has been watched 
with a great deal of interest, 
because. by its provisions the entire system 
of electin&, public officers is changed and the 
effect it will produce may be extremely im- 
portant to the interests of tne State. The 
new law brings into Missouri what is known 
as the Australian system, though that system 
has been modified to suit the conditions ex- 
isting here. The action ofthe Legislature is 
in line with the movement which is sweep- 
ing the country. The Australian system has 
already been adopted by Massachusetts. In- 
diava, Montana, Rhode 
Tennessee, Minnesota, and Missouri, and the 
House of Representatives of [Illinois has 
made a similar bill the svecial order for Tues- 
day. The system will be pretty thoroughly 
tested during the next few years, and it will 
be in good running order by the next Presi- 
dential election.

GO TO THE TAXPAYERS. 


Treasurer Roesing Will Get His Salary and 
Nothing More—The Council Finance 
Committee by a Unanimous Vote Recom- 
mends the Adoption of the Designating 
Ordinance—An Opinion Rendered by the 
Corporation Counsel Mr. Hughes on Be- 
half of His Client. 


By a unanimous vote the Council Commit- 
tee on Finance yesterday decided that the 
people are entitied tothe interest on the sur- 
plus money of the Uity Treasury, and that 
Mr. Roesing is only entitied to his salary. 
Chairman Harris presided at the meeting. 
The other members present were Summer- 
field, Madden, Ryan, and McEnerny. Mr. 
Roesing and his attorney, Mr. Hughes, were 
on hand. Corporation Counsel Hutchiuson 
was also there, and he had an opinion as to 
the validity of the Wetherell and Dixon 
ordi.ances which Mr. Roesing aid not like. 

Mr. Hutchinson says: 

I think the Council has clearly the right, under 
the charten to designate the pluce where the 
money of the city shall be kept. 

He says of the Wetherell ordinance: 

The ordinance isin my opinion valid, and in 
accordance with it I think tre City Council has 
the right to designate the banks in which the 
city money shall be deposited. 

Then he proceeds to discuss the question of 
the bank bonds, saying: 

I see no reason why the designated banks may 
not be National banks and why a valid bond may 
not be taken from each of them, 

Mr. Hutchinson here guotes numerous 
cases from the United States Supreme Court 
and the State courts to sustain his position, 
after whicb he adds: 

I conclude, then, that a National bank can be 
a party to such a bond as the city proposes. to 
tuke, and that it could not, with sureties upon it, 
if such bond should be given. successfully inter- 
pose the defense thereon that this act was ultra 
vires, and that it had no power to give such a 
bond. 

.ROESING’'S BOND NOT AFFECTED, 

He proceeds to discuss another phase of 
the question—the effect on the City Treas- 
urer’s bond. He asks: 

It the’ money of the city is thus deposited in 
National banks what effect will it have on the 
bond already given by the City Treasurer? No 
effect. Before this bond was executed the ordi- 
nance of March 25, 1889, had passed the City 
Council and the sureties in law before signing 
the bond knew of it. In the case of the 
Governor of Illinois vs. Edward H. Ridgeway 
the Illinois Supreme Court held: The sureties 
of any officer upon his official Lond conditioned 
for the faithful performance of the duties of the 
officer, are liable for the performance of all 
duties imposed upon him which come within 
the scope of his office, whether these duties were 
required by laws enacted prior or subsequent to 
the execution of the bond.“ This governs the 
case under consideration. 

In the case of the People vs Leet, the Supreme 
Court also held that Parties who go security on 
bonds of this character do so with afull knowl- 
edge and speculation that the revenue laws will 
be changed and the duties of collectors altered 
as the public interest may require.“ Aud in the 
case of Smith vs. Peoria County it was held that 
**sureties are liable for the faithful performance 
of all duties of such an officer, whether imposed 
by laws enacted previous or subsequent to the 
execution of the bond.“ 

ROESING OVERW HELMED. 

The opinion of the Corporation Counsel 
was so full and complete that Mr. Roesing 
dia not have a friend left in the committee. 
His attorney mildly suggested that he had an 
opinion. “Go ahead.“ said Ald. Madden, 
and Mr. Roesing’s attorney read an opinion 
similar to that which he read the preceding 
Saturday, except that in it he intimated that 
Treasurer Roesing would lock up the city’s 
money ina vault and keep it there under 
guard. Mr. Hughes had an idea that such a 
proceeding might bring about a stringency 
in the local money market, which might lead 
to the failure of some banks and business- 
houses, The Council would be responsible, 

Well,“ said Ald’ Summerfield, we had 
better take our advice from the Corporation 
Counsel. I move that the designating ordi- 
nance be reported back to the Council with 
the recommendation that it pass. 

„second the motion,“ said Ald. Madden, 
and Mr. Roesing and his attorney retired. 
Ald. Summerfield’s motion was carried, Ryan 
and McEnerny voting with emphasis for it. 
This insures its passage by the Council. 
Roesing threaténs to resist the ordinance 
if itis passed. The Council can bring him to 
time in short order. :

HOW HIS SHORTAGE WAS DISCOVERED. 


An Embezzling Democratic Postmaster 
Pieads Guilty and Tells a Strange Story. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 18.—[Special. |— 

Henry G. Douglass, a Democrat who was 
indicted by the Federal grand jury for em- 
bezzling Government funds while Postmas- 
ter at Plainfield, today pleaded guilty to the 
charge, and his case was taken under ad- 
visement by tne court. He told a strange 
story in making the piea, stating that he had 
been induced by political friends to take the 
money for use in the campaign because the 
Democratic candidate for Governor, Col. 
Matson, had procured his appointment as 
Postmaster. After he had turned the money, 
amounting to about $300, over to the can- 
paign committee the Superintendent of the. 
Indiana Reform School, a State institution 
located at Plainfield, withdrew his patronage 
from the post-office because he was opposed 
to Matson and was displeased with the ef- 
forts of Dougtass to secure his election, In 
consequence the receipts of the office were 
so largely reduced that the Postmaster was 
unable to make up the amount of his cam- 
paign contribution, and the disclosure of the 
shortage followed when an investigation was 
made.

RUN DOWN BY A STEAMER. 


The Schooner Merrick and Five of Her 
Crew Lost. Ce 
DETROIT, Mich., May 18.—(|Special.)—When 


the schr Merrick of Detroit, Capt. Rusho, was. 


ten miles off Presque Isle, Lake Huron, about 
2:30 o'clock yesterday morning, she ran into a 
dense bank of fog and smoke. Capt. Rusho was 
at his post and Wiliiam Goodfriend had tke 
wheel. The schooner was beating her way up 
carefully, when suddenly a steambarge loomed 
through the fog on her dow. Capt. 
Rusho tried to avoid a collision by run- 
ning the Merrick across the barge’s bow 
as the latter was on the wind. The schooner's 
course was. altered too late, however, and the 
steamer struck her with a heavy shock and 3 
grinding crash. The little vessel staggered. a 
moment and then went straight to the bottom, 
bows on. Capt. Rusho and Goodfriend were 
nicked up by the steambarge, which proved to 
be the R. P. Ranney, Capt. Cook, for Buffalo. 
The rest of the crew, a female cook and four 


men, were asleep at the time, and went down 


with the schooner, They probably never knew 
what had happened. The names of the lost are: 

MARTIN JOHNSON, mate, Detroit. 

MRS. COLE, cook. Cleveland. 

JOHN CHARLEVOIX, seaman, Detroit. 

WILLIAM OURS, seaman, Ashtabula, O. 

PAT CONNELLY, seaman, Clayton, N. Y. 

The Ranney has two bad holes in ber port bow. 
Capt. Cook’s account of the disaster coincides 
with that of Capt. Rusho. The latter ar- 
rived in Detroit tonight. The Merrick 
was loaded with furnace sand from 
Port Austin to Portage. She was owned by Tay- 
lor & Maitiand of Detroit and valued at $7,000; 
insured for $5,000. The schooner left Detroit 
about the ist of May for Cleveland, where she 
changed orews, leaving that pons May 8. She 
stopped at Sand Beach for coal and at Port Aus- 
tin for sana, The Merrick was one of the old 
style canal vessels, having been built at Clayton 
in 1868, She was rebuilt in 1877, and rated A2 in 
the Inland Lloyd's Register. 

. THE MATE’S ACCOUNT. 

PORT HURON, Mich., May 18.—The Ranney, 
after reporting the 1 the Merrick, pro- 
ceeded down the river. e following is the 
story of the disaster as told by William Good- 
friend, the mate: We left Port Austin with a 
free wind, weather thick and smoky. When 
about fifteen miles off Presque Island at 12:30 
Friday morning we heard three blasts from a 
steamers Whistle. About a half an hour later 
the mate ordered me to put the wheel over 
and let her come up in the wind. I then 
about fifteen feet from 
us. She struck us just aft the fore- 
rigging. The schooner sunk under ner 
bows. The crew on deck took to the rigging and 
went down with the vessel. I was saved by 
being picked up by a yaw) from the Ranney. 
The Captain was saved by aline bemg thrown to 
him by the Ranney's crew. Mrs. Cole, the cook, 
stood aft holding to the schooner’s wheel, When 
the schooner sunk every possible effort was 
made by the Ranuey's crew to save us. 
The steamer’s engines were backing when 
we came together. The weather was 80 
thick we could see only a short distance. I 
think the schooner sunk in from twenty to 
thirty seconds after being struck, She went 
down head first, on main boom, going over the 
Ranney's bows as she went down. I think the 
collision would not have happensd if our mate 
did not haul the vessel up. We were blowing 
our fog horn ali the time, giving proper signals, 
which were understood by the steamer. ree 
of the crew were below when the vessel sunk.“

CITY ANNEXATIONS OF THE PAST. 
The Coming One Is the Seventh—Chicagco 

as It Will Then Be. 


Should the election which itis proposed to 
hold at the close.of next month result as 
present appearances indicate, in tne addition 
of more territory to Chicago, it will be merely 
reclamation of her own; for all those sub- 
urban people are her children. 

To get at the original Chicago, it is neces- 
sary to peel off bit by bit the outer sections 
of the present city, dealing with it as one 
does with un onion. After haif adozen of 
these wrappings have been removed one 
finally reaches the heart and core, which 
was old Chicago. Before the city was 


the town, which was incorporated in 1835. 


Its boundaries were Chicago avenue, Halsted 
and Twelfth streets, and the lake. It in- 
cluded two whole and two fractional sec- 
tions. Of vthese Sec. 16 was the school sec- 
tion, so that the school fund at that time 
owned nearly half of the land in the town. 

In 1837 the city was incorporated, baving 
for its boundaries Twenty-second and Wood 
streets, North avenue, and the lake. It also 
took in the old city cemetery on the lake 
shore just north of North avenue. These 
limits remained unaltered for ten years, 
when the Legislature extended them by ada- 
ing the unsettled prairie land between Wood 
street and Western avenue and Twenty-sec- 
ond street and North avenue, and also the 
strip between North and Fullerton avenues 
and Sedgwick street and the lake. 

In 1858 came the first southern extension, 

when the Legislature, which under previous 
constitutions made and unmade city limits 
as it pleased by special acts according to the 
wishes of politicians or real estate specu- 
lators, tacked on the territory between Twen- 
ty-second and Thirty-first streets, east of 
Haisted, and that between Western avenue, 
Haisted and Twenty-second streets, and 
the South Branch, and the West Fork of the 
South Branch. On the north there was 
added everything between North avenue 
Fullerton avenue, and Sedgwick streets, and 
the North Branch. In 1863 the Legis- 
lature in revising the city charter gave Chi- 
cago more land but few people. The limits 
were extended on the south to Egan avenue 
or Tuirty-ninth street, where they still 
are, and on the north they were car- 
ried northward and westward from the 
North Branch and North avenue, to Western 
and Fuilerton avenues. The wishes of the 
people annexed were consulted in making 
none of these additions. There were but 
few of chem, it is true, but even had there 
been more it was the fashion of tne Legis- 
lature torun things to suit itself. There 
was much less.“ local self-government” than 
under tne present Constitution. 

The fourth extension was in 1869 and was 
made that land might be had for the West 
Side park system. It was found that to buy 
within tne then city limits ground for only 
one park would cost enormously. Hence it 
was decided to take in the cheaperand un- 
settled prairies of Cicero. On this occasion 
to meet certain objections those whom 
it was proposed to annex were allowed to 
vote. he resuit was that the city gained a 
two-mile strip stretching from North avenue 
to the canal and also a little gore between 
Fullerton avenue, Western avenue, and the 
North Branch. The four southeastern sec- 
tions of Jefferson voted against annexation. 

The tifth extension was last year, when the 
city gained Sec. 36 of Jefferson, which re-

and came in with about 10,000 people, the 
largest mumber the city haa ever 
gained. The sixth extension was this 
year.

Ciceronians Afraid of Fire. 

The residents of that part of Cicero recent- 
ly annexed are worried lest a repetition of 
the fire at Moreland, May 8, should occur 
with no water to fight the flames. The mayor 
was infreceiptof a petiuon yesterday from 
them asking that water mains be laid at once 
to guard against another conflagration. The 
Department of Public Works is already at 
work on a map for the comprehensive cover- 
ing of that territory with water mains, but 
as this work must of necessity proceed slow- 
ly Commissioner Purdy has decided to lay 
some small mains temporarily in order to 
give the relief prayed for. 


EARLY VISITORS TO CHICAGO, 


Edward G. Mason Delivers an Interesting 
Lecture at Central Music- Hall. 

Long before 10:30 o’clock yesterday morning a 
crowd of young people were clamoring for ad- 
mittance to Central Music-Hall, where Mr. Ed- 
ward G. Mason, President of the Chicago His. 
torical Society, was to deliver the lecture of the 
Manual Training School free course. The title 
of the lecture was ‘Early Visitors to Chicago.“ 

Accoraing to a manuscript now in possession 
of La Salle's descendants in France, Mr. Mason 
was prepared to say that La Salle visited Chicago 
in 1671, preceding Father Marquette by two 
years and having the honor of being the first 
white man to set foot on the present 
site of Chicago. Francis Parkman, the 
bistorian, is also authority for a 
statement which makes La Salle the real dis- 
coverer of the the Upper Mississippi and first 
explorer of the Illinois River. Those who are 
usually spoken of as the earliest visitors were 
Louis Joliet and Jacques Marquette, who came 
here in 1673. It seems probable that Marquette, 
Johet, and tive men whose names are unknown 
spent a part of the winter of 1673 on the banks of 
the Chicago River before proceeding on their 


journey, which would make these the first actual 


white residents of Chicago. 

But history accords to the brave, well-beloved 
young priest, Father Marquette, the sole honor, 
because on his second voyage, with only two 
men, he tramped during a dreary win- 

from November, 1674, to March, 1675, 
the banks of the Chicago’ River. 

He stopped here because he was sick, liked the 
climate, and the Indians were friendly. Every- 
body was friendly with Father Marquette, and 
when he died the red men of the forest took his 
bones from an island in Lake Michigan and bore 
them reverently to the shore. 

Two other men, La Towpine and the surgeon. 
are heard of in 1674. and were possibly two of the 
five men who came with Marquette and Joliet on 
their first voyage in 1671, and concluded to stay. 
In 1674 they seemed quite prosperous, one as a 
courrier du bois, tra r. and hunter, and the 
other as a surgeon. hen the latter heard that 
Marquette Jay ill on the Chicago River he came 
4 miles through the snowy forest to doctor 

Im. 

Two years later another priest, Father Al- 
louez, visited the present site of Chicago. It 
seems he was on his way to take up the mission 
work among the Indians, begun by Marquette, 
and was “greeted by eighty friendly Indians on 
the banks of the river leading to the IIlinois 
{the Chicago). This reception was held at the 
mouth of the river. which then entered the lake 
at what is now Madison street and Michigan av- 
enue. The chief on this occasion delivered the 
first public speech ever made in Chicago. It was 
remarkable for-eloquence and brevity. 

In 1679 a fleet of four boats skirmished about 
the mouth of the river and went on. cCeciding to 
enter the Hlinois by way of the St. Joseph ana 
Kankakee Rivers. The head of this exvedition 
was no less a person than La Salle, who was on 
his second voyage to the Mississippi. In 1680 
five members of this company who had been 
left at Kaskaskia, which was then on the IIII. 
nois River where Ottawa now stands, were 
driven eastward by the hostile Iroquois Indians. 
They journeyed over the Chicago prairies. In 
1682 they were back in Chicago, La Salle. Tonti, 
and Father Membee, with twenty-three French- 
men and twenty-one Indians, having prepared to 
conquer the savage wilds of Lilinois. 

So the earliest visitors to Chicago were priests 


and pioneers. Following them came soldiers 


and settlers. Olivier Morel de la Durantave 
brought a regiment of French troops here in 
1684, when he went to the relief of Tonti at 
Starvea Rock. Tonti himself came on in 1685 
and arrived at the Fort of Chicagow, where M. 
de la Durantaye commanded.”’ 

There was a fort here in 1685, according to this 
account, and it was probably occupied from that 
time on as long as the French held this territory, 
which was until 1755. Ii was afterwards named 
»Fort Miami, at the mouth of the Chicagow,”’ 
and was so spoken of in 1718. It seems to have 
been a rendezvous, and was a depot for supplies. 

In 1699 the Jesuits had a mission here under 
Fathers Pinet and Buinateav. One hundred 
and fifty Indian families were then living in the 
village at the junction of the two branches of the 
river.

DR. CRONIN WAS NOT IN TORONTO, 


Dispatches from the Canadian Police Con- 
tridict Long’s Sensational Story. 

The last lingering hope of a clew in the alleged 
appearance of Dr. Cronin in Toronto was ex- 
ploded yesterday when Inspector Ebersold re- 
ceived a telegram from Officer Dennis Simons, 
who was sent to inquire into the truth of the 
stories. The dispatch was as follows: 

* DETROIT, Mich., May 18.—George M. Hubbgrd, 
Superintendent of Police: Just arrived from To- 
ronto. Cronin was never there.

The mail brought the following from Chief 
Constable Grassett in answer to a letter asking 
that the information in the dispatch received 
last Monday saying that Cronin had been seen 
be verified: 

TORONTO, May 16. 188 — Tae General Superin- 
tendent of Police, Chicago, Jil.—DEAR Sir: I 
beg to acknowledge the receipt of your ietter 
dated the i4th inst. in regard to Dr. Cronin. I 
have caused particular and exhaustive inauiry to 
be made into the statements that have appeared 
in the Empire newspaper of this city, and have 
caused the party who gave the information 
which was telegraphed you to be questioned 
closely on the question. 

“It would now appear that the identification 
of Dr. Cronin by the party who stated he saw 
him in Toronto last Saturday was by no means 
complete; in fact, [think there are the best of 
reasons for supposing it to have been a case of 
mistaken identity. It is quite true that the party 
here thought he met Cronin in the street, 
stopped him, and afterwards saw the man leave 
the city by train with a woman. As far as I can 
learn this is the foundation for the sensational 
reports that have been transmitted from here 
and published m your papers. I regret that in 
sending vou my telegram Monday last more care 
was not taken to verify the correctness of my 
informant’s statements.

TO MAKE CORPURATIONS KEEP FAITH 


Commendable Attitude of the Council Fi- 
nance Committee Toward Kailroads. 

Ald. Dixon and the Counen Finance Commit- 
tee, of which he is Chairman, have taken hold of 
the question of viaduct damages with an ener- 
getic determination to protect the rights of the 
city and to compel the railroad companies to 
live up to their contracts with the city and to 
abide by the law. The proceedings of the Finance 
Committee Friday as reported in THz TRIBUNE 
of yesterday were in happy contrast with the 
defer and delay policy which characterized the 
proceedings of the old committee. If the Cor- 
poration Counsel exbibits equal zeal to the new 
committee the taxpayers will be saved a heavy 
mulct, and the conscienceless and greedy cor- 
porations will be made to fulfill their obligations 
to the city. 

The railroads have been especially favored in 
Chicago. They have been permitted to establish 
their termini in the centre of the city. They have 
been allowed the use of public thorougnfares 
for their tracks without cost. The Municipal 
Legislature has been generous with them in 
bestowing franchises. The protective forces of 
the city have given them more than ordinary at- 
tention. Yet when those corporations are asked 
to fulfill their obligatious they kick, squirm, and 
halt. They resort to all the tricks and schemes 
which adroit lawyers can suggest to avoid carry- 
ing out their contracts. Their agents swarm in- 
to the Council Chamber to prevent the legisla- 
tion necessary for the enforcement of their pre- 
vious contracts with the city. Money is freely 
used by those agents for corrupt purposes. The 
courts which were established in order to main- 
tain justice are utilized by the officers of the 
railroads to as great an extent as possible to 
prolong injustice. 

The history of the railroad companies in 
relation to viaducts fully bears out all 
the charges here made. Under the com- 
mon law the companies, having destroyed 
a safe crossing.fare bound to make it as nearly 
safe as circumstances will permit. The viaduct 
is the chief means to this end, yet the railroad 
companies will not build except on compulsion. 
Even when their ordinances explicitiy provide 
that they shall build such structures they re- 
sist. They call the lawyers and the courts to 
their aid. They insist on taxing the people to 
do that which they have agreed to do, 

Take the case of the Fort Wayne Company, 
which Ald. Horner brought up yesterday. More 
than thirty years ago this corporation contracted 
with the city that its tracks at their intersec- 
tion with all streets that are now or may here- 
after be oridged to cross the river shall be car 
ried under the streetin tunnels so constructed 
as to protect the 1 from accident or in- 
juries. And it tor these purposes it is necessary 
to raise the grade of such streets, or of the ap- 
3233 to the bridges, the same shall be done 

y and at the expense of said railroad companies 
and under the direction and to the satisfaction 
of the Superintendeat of Public Works or such 
other person as the Common Council may direct 
or appoint to supexintend such work, and sa:d 
companies shall pay and shall hoid the city 
harmless from all damages arising from raising 
such grades and the filling and tunneling of ap- 
proaches.”’ 

Notwithstanding this contract, and notwitn- 
Standing the fact that the railroad company in 
question has since obtained from the city fran 
chises worth millions. yet it refuses to pay even 
for raising the grade of one bridged street. Its 
attorneys pettifog, halt, and delay in the matter. 
The city is threatened with a mulet of $750.000. 


‘yet this railroad company makes no sign of ful- 


filling its obligations. It wouid almost seem as 
if the course of the law was tooslow to compel 
this corporation to do its duty. The city would 
be warranted in resorting to coercive measures. 
But this company is only a degree worse than 
the other companies. All are selfish, greedy, 
laggard, and contemptibly mean. It is well that 
the Council Finance Committee has determined 
to grapple with them atonce. Itis to be hoped 
that the Mayor and the Corporation Counsel will 
aid promptly and energetically in bringing them 


to time.

The Mfluence which County Commissioners ex- 
erted upon the appointment and discharge of 
employés was bad.

Shea, he said. did 
not know good meat when he saw it, and he re- 
marked that the cook ought tobe discharged. 
Shea was not discharged in spite of the Com- 
missioner’s expressed wish. Unfit people were 
sent out there with recommendations from Com- 
missioners and they were given positions. Mr. 
Bliss asked the witness if the duperintendent 
was obliged to hire unfit people because they 
were recommended by Commissioners. 

Why. you know as well as I do, Mr. Bliss,” 
said Dr. Alexander, “that it would de made 
pretty hot for Dr. Kiernan it these letters of 
recommendation were ignored.” 

Dr. Alexander said she had tendered her res- 
ignation about a month ago because she was 
perfectly powerless under the present system to 
do any good. She had remained temporarily at 
Dr. Kiernan’s solicitation.

FUNERAL OF ALLEN THORNDIKE RICE. 


Services Held at Grace Church In the Pres- 
ence of Numerous Friends.

I made up my 
mind that [ would retire and have leisure. 
My appointment to Spain came unexpectedly 
and in a way so flattering that I could hardly 
refuse it. So I accepted. I can say truly 
that there is no foreign appointment I would 
prefer to the one I have. hen I was a boy 
Six boys of us went to Spain and spent sev- 
eral months there making excursions through 
the Guadalquivir Valley and elsewhere. So 
a iittie sentiment entered into my willing- 
ness to take the office I have recei ven.“

The Famous Secretan Collection to Be 80 
Disposed Of—some Valuable Paintings.

Paris, May 18.—It is now certain that the 
celebrated Scretan collection, which has 
been so much spoken of during the last 
few weeks, will be disposed of by public 
austion. Upon the failure of his enter- 
prise, in which he was personaily responsi- 
ble. Scretan placed in the hands of 
his creditors all his private proverty, his gal- 
lery of pictures included. The judicial liq- 
uidator has determined to realize on every- 
thing as speedily as possible. June 11 his 
splendid hotel in the Rue Moncey will 
be put up to public auction, 
while the sale of paintings and o- 
jects of art has been intrusted by the liquida- 
tors to two of the most important firms of 
art dealers in Paris—Boussod, Valaaon & 
Co. and Charies Sedelmeyer. The sale will 
take piace in the tirst week of July. About 


200 ancient and modern canvases figure in the 


catalogue, the feature of which will be a 
large number of works by the great French 
colorists, Delacroix, Rousseau, Decamps, 
Troyons, Dupre, and Couvert. The gallery 
comprises aiso an unique collection of 
works vy Meissonier, consisting of 
twenty-four oil and seven water color 
paintings. The oid masters are also 
well represented, in the list being 
the names of Joshua Reynolds, Rembrandt, 
Rubens, Van Dyke, Franz Hals,. Rinsdael, 
Rovena, Vandermeer, De Delft, Teniers, Ter- 
burg, Ostade, Metsade, Gerard Dow, and 
others. It is estimated that the total value 
of the coliection is from 8,000,000 to 10,000,000 
francs. It is the most valuable collection 
that has ever beer put up in Europe, 


AT THE PARIS EXPOSITION, 


How the Americana Art Exhibit Compares 
with the Others. 

(Copyright, 1889, by the New York Associated Press] 

Paris, May 18.—Americans coming to the 
exposiuon need not make excessive haste. 
Although President Carnot ceremoniously 
opened the exposition the appointed day, it 
is, up to this writing, fragmentary. 

The fine art exhibition is a splendid feature 
of the exposition. There isa retrospect of 
French art from 1789 to 1878 and a decennial 
exhibit supplementary to it, which is com- 
posed of exhibits of the art of France for ten 
years and the living or recent art of foreign 
countries. There is also an exhibit of monu- 
ments, designs in enamel, tine metaliic crafts- 
munship, and engraving upon wood. The 
French exhibit, as might be expected, is 
brilliant and grandiose. The entire exhibi- 
tion, with the exception of certain distinct 
qualities in the art of Holland, is evidence of 
homage to the supremacy of France. 

The French exhibit, nationally considered, 
isa glorious demonstration of the esthetic 
instinct.of the Republic and overwhelming 
testimony to the perfect friendship between 
fine art and the other intellectual and moral 
activities of time throughout civilization. It 
is an age of looking at all things intimately, 
without reverence, without spirituality. In 
the more than 5,000 works exhibited the 
student will not find a new imaginative idea 
or a new tribute to the old moral or esthetic 
institutions or ideas, however deariy the 
world may have cherished them. This is 
true not only of French art but of ali con- 
temporaneous art as grouped under these re- 
splendent arches, 

The Engiish exhibition contains most of 
the illustrious names since the time of Tur- 
ner, but it is difficult to reconcile its landscape 
with the rich legacy left by that master. The 
figure painters in the English exhibit show 
the combined influence of Italy and France 
in color and of the last century of French 


. painting in composition. 


THE AMERICAN EXHIBIT. 

The American exhibit, it must be admitted, 
is entirely creditable to national pride if 
taken comparatively, and only from the 
artist’s way of examining canvas. There are 
in all 841 oils, the subjects being fairly d- 
vided among landscapes, figures, portraits, 
Marine views, cattle, and descriptive and 
decorative works. The artists who study in 
Holland and finish their work in Paris stand 
at the head of the foreign residents. Among 
the most notabie are Charles Sprague 
Fierce, the Harrisons, Carl Melchers, and 
Walter MacEwen. The Americans who 
study everywhere and paint at home 
are not inferior to these in any in- 
trinsic virtue. So far as the 
present coliection of American works is a 
fair test, no better work is seen here than 
Chase’s. Nomore successful portrait is ex* 
hibited, although Sargent’s compel admira- 
tion by their force and audacity, than Wyatt 
Eaton’s of Mrs. Guilder. There is no land- 
Scape equal in sentiment and feeling 
to a solitary work by George Inness. 
But with a country of unsurpassed 
scenery, with a moral history deep 
enough to afford that ideal perspective 
essential to art, and with incidents to inspire 
legitimate scenic ambition the American ex- 
hibit may be said to be devoid of National 
self-respect. Every other country proclaims 
to the assembiages of persons who gather 
here from all quartersof the giobe that it 
has a national story, a national land- 
scape, and a moral elevation. We 
for the sculptor and his- 
tory of one war—St. audens’ portrait 
of Gen. Sherman. For the moral and brutal 
side of the same epoch we have Hovenden’s 
John Brown,“ and for the colonial period 
Walter MacEwen’s admirable “Stad House 
in New Amsterdam.” For another poruon 
of our history still less glorious there is, for- 
tunately for our National art, The Quad- 
roon,’”’ by George Fuller, the tirst American 
painter who did not find it necessary to alien- 
ate either his heart or his brush, and whose 
beautiful work, modest and characteristic 
but rich in color and sumptuous in tone, will 
make every American feel a little better 
after seeing to the full the abject submission 
of so many of our ablest men to the domi- 
nance in them, as well as in the craft of even 
the best of schools, of the grammar of their 
art. 

American painters are the peers of our 
best writers, but there is not among them a 
spiritof lofty and courageous, serene and 


living Americanism corresponding to the. 


character given to our literature by Long- 
fellow, Hawthorne, Whittier, ana Lowell. 
Yet the material which has stamped their 
productions at once with permanent fame 
and a national character is peculiarly suit 
able for pictorial art. 3

| Emperor William's Emphatic Notice to the 


THE SAMOAN CONFERENCE, 


The Work Practically Concluded, Except 
as to Germany’s Claim for indemuaity, 
on Which Some Contest Is Likely—The 
Americang Score an Important Point in 
Securing a Tripartite Government — 
Social Attention Showered Upon the 
Com missioners.

BeR.in, May 18.~—The fourth session of the 
Samoan Conference, which was held yester- 
day, took place in the small room of the De- 
partment of Foreign Affairs in which the 
other three meetings have been held. The 
apartment is furnished with extreme sim- 
plicity. There is space for little besides a 
long table, at which the Commissioners sit. 
The meeting was called to order shortly 
after 2 0’clock by Count Herbert Bismarck, 
who presides at all the meetings, in accord- 
ance with the established custom that the 
highest representative of the Government of 
‘he country in which a conference 1s heid 
shall preside. Count Herbert sat at the up- 
per end of the table, just back of a plain lit- 
tle desk, which the late Emperor Frederick 
used during his brief reign. He was flanked 
by two colleagues. Next to Baron von Hor- 
stein, who sat at Count Herbert’s right, came 
Mr. Kasson, then Mr. Phelps, and then 
Mr. Bates, the American Commissioners. 
At the other end of the table the two 
secretaries of the commission, Mr. Beau- 
clerck, a secretary of the British Foreign 
Office, and Herr Stemlech of the German 
Foreign Office, were busily engaged record- 
ing the proceedings. At Count Herbert's 
leit was Dr. Kranel, the third German Com- 
missioner. Then followed Sir Edward 
Malet, Mr. Scott, and Mr. Crowe, the En- 
glish representatives, in the order named. 
None of the Commissioners was in uni- 
form or court dress, but all wore black frock 
coats. 

The proceedings were almost entirely 
formal. They consisted chiefly in listening 
to the reports of the various sub-committees 
which have been holding daily sessions ever 
since the conference met. At these meetings 
the real work of the conference has been 
transacted, and as nearly as can be learned 
the American Commissioners have succeeded 
in carrying every important point tney set 
out to obtain. Indeed, so prevalent is this 
feeling in Berlin that the Berlin press and 
otner influential papers in Germany complain 
of the success of the Americans. 

THE WORK DONE. 

W hile the greatest secrecy in regard to the 
proceedings is maintained, and heretofore 
nothing much beyond the fact that the meet- 
ings had been held was known, it can now 
be said that, excepting the question of in- 
demnity for German sailors killed and be- 
headed by the Samoans, and one or two 
Other minor points, the work of the 
commission is about over. ee 
thought that the restoration of Malie- 
toa to power is assured and that 
the plan for a tripartite Government in 
Samoa, for which the American Commission- 
ers contested against the German plan for 
one representative selected by the three 
Powers, will surely be put into effect. It is 
also more than likely that the commission 
has decided in favorof the absolute judepend- 
ence of Samoa as soon as the véople there 
demonstrate their ability to go alone. The 
indemnity question is yet to come up. It may 
proiong the meetings of the conference some 
weeks, but this is believed to be tne only 
point on which there is likely to be a serious 
contest. The question of Kiein’s connection 
with the affair in which the Germaa sailors 
were killed has never come up, nor is there 
any likelihood of its doing so. Neither wili 
the commission hear testimony of any kind. 

During tee meetings of the conference and 
the committees the only points of difference 
have been between the German and Ameri- 
can Commissioners, the attitude of the En- 

ush members being neutral. Their intiluence 

Ses generally been cast with a view of set- 

tling the question as expeditiously as possi- 

ble. They have, however, been strongiy in 
favor of having a Protestant for King of 

Samoa, which is thought to indicate their 

preference for Malietoa, who was trained in 

an English Proteséant college. 
THE MOST IMPORTANT WORK. 

The most important work of tne confer. 
ence has been done by what is known as the 
Working Committee, consisting of Dr, 
Kranel, Assistant Secretary of State for 
Germany, and Messrs. Scott and Bates, to 
which . Crowe and Pheips were added 
as advisers, the first named on account of bis 
long experience in British commercial at- 
fairs and the last named because 
his long experience in Amer- 
ica with the tariff?’ and of his 
experience in establishing a Government out 
of the discordant elements in Louisiana. The 
duty of this committee has been the prepara- 
tion of a material for the general conference, 
In this class was a pian to settle disputes 
concerning land titles in Samoa. The Ger- 
man, French, and American inhabitants of 
Samoa have been acquiring land so fast in 
Apia that little remains for the natives, and 
it is claimed that the titles in muny in- 
stances are doubtful, as the land was given 
to them by irresponsible natives in exchange 
for liquor and trifles. 

This commoettee was also intrusted with 
the work of settling the form of the Govern- 
ment at Apia. It is rumored that the plan 
agreed on is that America, Germany, and 

ogland shall each appoint a representative, 
and that three more members of a board of 
contro! shail be chosen by the ratepayers. 

No liquor shall be sold to natives, although 

foreigaers can have such stores as they 

choose in their private houses. Firearms are 
only to be sold to the Government, and then 
oaly under certain restrictions, which pre- 
vent their use except for keeping the peace. 

A pian for giving the Samoans a revenue 
has also been devised, which provides for 
the reéstablishmedt of their right to impose 
import and export duties, which right is 
taken from them by the existing Samoan 
treaty. Itis understood that the representa- 
tives of the cbhree Governments have ex- 
pressed confidence of being able to obtain 
from their respective Goveruments this con- 
cession to help the Samoans. 

ENTERTAINING THE COMMISSIONERS. 

The stay of the American Commissioners 
in Berlin is being made pieasant. They are 
overwhelmed with social attentions from 
distinguished residents. One of the pleas- 
antest incidents which has occurred was the 
cali they made on Prince Bismarck, at his 
request, which was a special mark of consid- 
eration, as the Prince, being in feeble health, 
rarely goes out or receives any one. 

Today was the first time any of the dele- 
gates showed a wiliingness to talk with news- 

aper men about the work accomplished, | 
his Morning when a reporter visited Mr. 

Phelps at the Kaiserhof Hotel, where the in-

„»The proceedings of the conference I can- 
not disclose, but I may say through you to 
America that nothing 1s interfering with the 
successful conclusion of our labors but the 
cry of the European press that Germany is 
giving up everything. This charge is per- 
sistently made and is naturally irritating our 
colaborers. Moreover, it is not true tbat 
mutual concessions have not been made, 
Germany is no more willing than America to 
yield anything that would insure Samoan in- 
dependence and give the natives a better 
chance. This is the prime impulse of the 
German as well as of the American delega- 
tion. 2 
NEARING THE SUCCESSFUL CLOSE. 

The best indication that the conference is 
nearing a successfui close is found in the 
fact that the Emperor has invited all tne 
members to a reception at the Schloss Mon- 
day. Only a few days ago the delegates 
were informed that an audience could 
not be given earlier than the 27thinst. The 
proceedings at yesterday’s sitting showed 
such progress toward an assured settiement 
on every point that Prince Bismarck decided 
to ex ite the reception. 

The National Gazette says that another plen- 
ary sitting will conclude the conference. 
The Foreign Office. however, does not expect 
so speedy a termination. The Commit- 
tee on Form eof Government will re- 
sent an amended report Tuesday. 
The same sitting will hear parts of 
the protocol prepared on land tenure and the 
municipal administrauon of Apia. In view 
of the detailed work remaining to be dis- 
posed of two or more plenary sittings appear 
to be inevitable. 

Lieut. Buckingham has received a sum- 
mons on official business in London and will 
leave Tuesday. He will be replaced at the 
conterence by Mr. Crosby, the Second 
tary of the American Legation. Mr. Crowe 
will return to his post at the English Em- 
bassy in Paris the 28th inst.

THERE MUST BE COMPROMISE 


Westphalia Mine Operators. 

l 1889, by the New York Associated Press.] 
Beruin, May 18.—The- Emperor, impatient 
at the delav bringing about peace between 
the miners employers, has directed the 
President of the Province of Westphalia to 
convey to the mining companies his 
emphatic desire to accelerate a com- 
promise. It is reported that the Presi- 
dent has resigned, the Emperor blaming him 
for allowing affairs to drift and also for 
sending out faise alarms as to encounters 
between strikers and the military. Dr. 
Hintzpeter, who is now, by command 
of the Emperor, making a tour of 
the strike districts in order to hear 
both sides, is charged to warn the mine-own- 
ers that che Government will resent their ac- 
tion if they refuse to grant the essential 
claims of themen. The power of the Govern- 
ment to make employers feel the weight of its 
displeasure lies at hand. The mine owners 
have obtained during recent years many 
favors. They have secured special tariffs 
throughout Germany and have been 
granted low freight rates to 
Hamburg, Bremen, Belgium, and 
Holtand in order to enable them to compete 
with English coal. These privileges are 
readily assailable if the companies are con- 
tumacious. While the state of the mines is 
most prosperous, the condition of the men is 
yearly more wretched. | 

The boerse quotations show an enormous 
advance in shares. For instance, the Dort- 
wun d Union Mine shares have risen 50 per 
cent within two years, and meanwhile, some 
of the men at Dortmund have earned 
a beggarly 122 weekly. Re- 
cently the owners have withdrawn 
some allowances hitherto granted to the men 
and have increased the severity of the fines 
imposed upon the miners. or instance, 
there is gthe practice called “nullen,” 
by which nothing is allowed a miner 
for any car-load of coal which 
lacks full weight. The owners sell 
this coal, but the man working under ground 
often naked, in a temperature upward of 20 
Reaumur, which is common to the deep 
Westphalia pits, gets nothing if the car is 
not quite full.

CONSPIRED AGAINST THE CZAR, 


A Plot Among Military Officers with Wide- 
spread Ramifications. 

LONDON, May 18.—Advices from St. Peters- 
burg state it has been discovered that 
the conspiracy among military officers 
against the Czar, which was recently un- 
earthed in that city, has many and wide- 
spread ramifications. Officers of regiments 
stationed in Moscow and Warsaw have been 


found to be implicated in the plot, and three 


of them have committed suicide. A bomb 
has been found in the quarters of one of the 
officers in Warsaw. Hundreds of the con- 
spirators have been placed under arrest. The 
discovery ot the plot has completely unnerved 
the Czarina. 


TERRIBLE STORMS IN AUSTRIA, 


Many Houses Destroyed by the Wind and 
Nearly Fifty Lives Lost. 

Vienna, May 18.—Disastrous storms swept 
over parts of Austria today. Three persons 
were killed near Vienna. Fearful catas- 
trophes occurred near Pilsen. Houses col- 
lapsed at Rackowitz and Bieckowitz, Killing 
nine children, and at Zino, where thirty per- 
sons.were killed.

An Adventure Without Parallel. 

Mr. A. M. Battye, engineer of the steamer 
Gulf of Trinidad, who arrived at Plymouth yes- 
terday from Barbadoes, narrates an almost un- 
exampled adventure which befel him during the 
voyage of that ship. The Gulf of Trinidad while 
voyaging from Iquique for Europe, encountered 
heavy weather, during which, soon after 12 
o'clock on a dark night, Battye was washed 
overboard. The accident was observed on 
board and a life buoy immediately thrown over 
and the vessel stopped. Battye sunk deeply 
when reaching the water, but on rising to 
the surface he struck out swimming, and 
reached the life buoy. The way on the steamer 
had carried her far beyond him, and though the 
boat was lowered the prospect of finding him in 
such weather and aunight wus almost hopeless. 
Battye soon ceased to see the ship, and when 
daylight broke he found: himself alone on the 
life buoy a hundred miles, so far as he knew, 
from any help. He kept afloat throughout the 
next day, aithough the tropical heat of the sun 
was intense. The following night he suffered 
terribly from being without anything to eat or 
drink, and in momentary danger of being swal- 
lowed by the sharks of that region. Another day 
he held on with amazing endurance, his physical 
exhaustion and mental anxiety being intense, 
For the next nighthe ceased to feel hungry, 
but suffered from excessive thirst. 

The third day dawned to find him still in the 
same position. Ou the evening of that day a 
Norwegian bark passed close by him, the steers- 
man of which saw anobjectin the water, and 
thought he saw Battye move. The bark was im- 
mediately put about, anda boat lowered, and, 
after a short search, found the buoy with Battye 
still clinging to it. although when taken on board 
the bark he was imsensible. He was treated 
with great care and kindness by the Norwegians, 
and, being transferred to a home ship, has ar- 
rived in Ph mouth to tell his marvelous tale. 
He is a fine young man about 23 years of age. 
The Norwegian Captain retained the life buoy as 
amementoaf thé wonderful adventure.—/alé 
Mati Gazelle.

Judge Gresham Makes the Selection at 
the Request of Attorneys Representing 
Roth Sides—Mr. Malott’s Fitness for the 
Position—W. T. Mellon’s Transfer to 
the General Management of the North- 
ern Pacific Officially Announced—Other 
Railroad Items. 


Judge Gresham yesterday appointed Volney T. 
Malott receiver of the Chicago & Atlantic Rail- 
way. When the attorneys representing both 

factions came before him they announced that 
they had agreed upon Mr. Malott as a person 
who would satisfy all interests. The appoint- 
ment was promptly made and the receiver's 
bond fixed at $200,000. Mr. Malottis at present 
the General Manager and Vice-President of the 
Indianapolis Union Railway and is also Presi- 
dent of the Indiana National Bank of Indian- 
apolis. Lie is not a man of varied experience in 
railway affairs. Before his connection with the 
Indiunapohs Union Railway, which began in 
1884, he was for many years the General Man- 
ager of the Indianapolis, Peru & Chicago, rep- 
resenting the Cuttings’ interest in that property. 
This was his first railway position of importance, 
He left that to go to the Indianapolis Union Rail- 
way. It is almost entirely through his efforts 
that this property has been built up. The road 
furnishes terminal facilities for and is owned by 
all the roads entering Indianapolis, and Mr. Mal- 
ott has within one or two years spent for the 
owners between one and two miilion dollars in 
the improvement of the terminals. While this 
appointment cuts the Chicago & Atlantic wholly 
loose from Erie influences, it is thought that Mr. 
Malott's course will not be ia the direction ot au- 
tagonizing the relations between these roads, 
and thus inaking the Chicago & Atlantic even 
more of an uncertain factor in tne eastern rail- 
way situation than it has been. The property 
Was yesterday turned overto the new receiver 
and he assumes immediate control. His head- 
quarters will be in Chicago.

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THE KEY TO “THE OPEN DOOR.” 

The key to The Open Door” gives Ga- 
brielle as the counterpart of Miss Howard 
herself, Blanche Howard as she was in the 
days of her youth ana beruty, not the Miss 
Howard of today, fair, fat, and forty. This quo- 
tation is by no means intended for derision, 
tor Miss Howard at 40, or thereabouts, is a 
handsome, dignified, attractive woman, suc- 
cessf ul in her stories and her projects. She 
is, howéver, blonde in her style of beauty, 
and her hight and size make her at present 
totally dissimilar to the young girl of the 
story, whois slim and bears her youth as no 
one can after 25. Gabrielle is a charming, 
good girl. 

Miss Howard’s facility with her pen is 
best shown is her happy powerof expressing 
delicate, elusive, subtle impressions. The 
descripuon of the lane among the vineyards 
where Hugo used to sit and listen to tne soft 
speecn of the lovers as they passed is a good 
example. This lane isto the poor prisoned 
body, anchored by his helplessness to this 
one spot, what the Lady of Suallott's glass 
was to Tennyson’s pale-faced captive. His 
knowledge of love’s world comes to him 
through soft, suggestive sounds that break 
the silence of the night. “It seemed to him 
he had never realized what a vast number of 
lovers there was in the world until he heard 
all the sighs and vows and amorous plaints 
rising and falling, ebbing and flowing in 
this little lane ugo saw himself 
feeling kindly to all these shadows of the 
night, these invisible bsings with voices 
flitting past him, each with a hope or a grief 
in the heart, and he wishes them well, all of 
them.“ 

The strongest scenes of the book have the 
lane for background, and it is there that 
Hugo issues his comm ands to Gabrielle when 
he sends her on the extraordinary mission of 
saving her maid’s honor and breaking the 
liaison between her and Gabrielle’s lover, Von 
Raven. This is the dramatic episode of 
the story, and the half-crazed, heart-broken, 
wretched woman, with whom Röschen has 
found refuge, and where she awaits Von Ra- 
ven’s promised visit, voices for Miss Howard 
the cry of the masses against the classes. 
All through the story, in Dietz, in Peter, in 
Gabrielle, this nineteenth century wail mur- 
murs like an undercurrent, but it is in the ex- 
cited cry of the frenzied woman to Gabrielle 
that the climax is reached. Gabrieile asks 
the woman, after listening toher abuses, 
** Why do you hate me?’ 

“Why? That why reaches up—up ’’—she 
flung up her arms as if the low roof op- 
pressed her—“ up to Heaven, where a God 
oucht to be, and isn’t, and it’s as long as for- 
ever and ever.“ This is strong speech, and 
rings resonant. But, when, in reply to the 
girl’s command Tell me,“ the woman be- 
gins her story we feel disappointed. The 
cry is so loud and so bitter, anarchy and ni- 
hiiism are such live facts, that we all long 
for the man or the woman to come 
who shall speak the live word. But Miss 
Howard is not the woman. She makes no 
new suggestion, offers no key to unlock this 
closed door. She regrets, indeed, that the 
door is closed and that inside is warmth 
and luxury, and outside cold and want, 
and her heart sympathizes with the mourn- 
ers. The sympathy shapes itself practically 
in plans of a usual order, as kindly but as 
unoriginal as the words of the average Sun- 
day-School Superintendent. Hugo builds a 
home for children who have been maimed 
because he himself is a sufferer; and 
Gubrielle lends her wretched friend of Les- 
lach a pamphiet of which the leaves are not 
* cut about prison reforms in France. 

ugo’s plan brings joy to the heart of the 
idealist and idealized. workman, Dietz, and 
the girl’s pamphlet is warmly. welcomed be- 
cause it is not a tract.

It is of course impossible to discuss the sub- 
ject in all its bearings, but on the whole we con- 
clude that any of the practiced modes of sepul- 
ture are free from reasonable objection, put that 
more care is required to avoid injury to health in 
the cemeteries of large cities than in those of 
small towns or country places. And even this 
care is limited almost to one item—namely: to 
avoid the contamination of drinking water by 
the proximity of dead bodies. 

2. We do not positively know that any bad 
effects have as yet been discovered arising from 
th? cemeteries about Chicago, nor do we think 
that any special danger from’ them need be ap- 
prehended in the future. When Chic has 
reached the size of London her cemeteries will 
be more numerous, more remote, and as harm- 
less as they are now. 

3. Our cemeteries now inerease the annual 
death rate of the population in one way only, 
but that they do positively. as every physician 
knows. It is done by the wicked and foolish cus- 


tom of dragging great numbers of friends and 


relatives, in all kinds of weather, to the ceme- 
tery itself, there to stand uncovered and partici- 
pate in the last rites. Many a fatal pneumonia, 


or rheumatism, or other disease has in this way 


been acquired, especially by the aged, the feeble, 
or those unused tosuch exposure. The last cere- 
mony proper could be far better observed at the 
home of the deceasea or within the church, 
where friends ought to take their last look and 
speak their final earthiy farewell. The mere in- 
terment of the body could then be supervised by 
afew friends chosen for the purpose. If such 
modification of our present funeral customs 
could be made general it would reduce the ex- 
pense of burial so that even a poor man could at- 
ford to die. It might also serve to abate some of 
the vulgar display which goes still further 
towards swelling the funeral 9

OPINIONS FROM OTHER PHYSICIANS. 

Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson writes: 

1. Cremation is by far the cleanest and safest 
method of disposing of the dead that has yet been 
discovered. 

2. The bad effects from all cemeteries are the 
products of decomposition—noxious gases and 
poisonous germs, infecting both tne atmosphere 
and the water supply, not only in the immediate 
neigh berhood but even at a distance through the 
natural drainage of the soil, which, of course, 
varies according to its composition and con- 
formation. In the process of time this infection 
must become unmanageable, as the supply is con- 
tinually kept up by fresh interments. A great 
city girdled by cemeteries is planning its own 
epidemics. Butin my judgment the cemetery 
evil bears no comparison to the sewage evil. 

Public funerals should be prohibited in cases 
of death from infectious diseases, and it would 
be wellif public sentiment should be educated 
against greatexpense anaostentation. The rich 
do not need, and the poor cannot afford dis- 
play. The ceremonies at the grave, particularly 
those which oblige people to stand upon damp 
ground with uncovered heads, breathing the air 
from freshly upturned cemetery earth, should 
be modified or abandoned. 


Dr. Charles W. Purdy writes that he advo- 
cates the practice of cremation of the dead 
us a Sanitary measure, and Dr. Edward H. 


‘Horsey is in favor of embalming the bodies 


of the deceased. He hasa preparation of his 
own which, he says, will keep the bodies in 
a perfect state of preservation for ages. Dr. 
Horsey is an enthusiaston the subject and 
believes that his method solves the question, 
** What shall we do with our dead!“

HIS SIXTIETH BIRTHDAY. 


WHY GEORGE W. CHILDS, THE PHILA- 
DELPHIA PUBLISHER. IS HAPPY, 


A Short Chat with the Well Known Philan- 
thropist and a Brief Sketeh of the Good 
He Bas Done—How His Office Is Deco- 
rated with Mementos from Friends— 
Pensioving Oid Attaches of His Paper 
and Helping the Needy — Acquiring 
Wealth Without Injarv to Other People. 


PHILADELPHiA, Pa., May 16.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. }|—I called in at George W. Cnilds’ 
office the oth& day and added my congratu- 
tions to the hundreds of others which had 
been showered on the good publisher on the 
attainment of the sixtieth anniversary of his 
birth. He sat at a handsome desk, his kind 
face wreathed in smiles. He was just reading 
a letter from Grace Greenwood, who truth- 
fully observed that he didn’t look a day older 
than when she met him twenty years ago. 

He is the youngest looking man of three 
score years that I have ever seen. His face 
is as smooth and round and as destitute of 
wrinkles as the face of a baby. It has a 
baby-like expression of placidity, too. With 
all his cares and responsibilities that attend 
the management of a dig business 
the fact that his countenance shows 
no trace of wrinkles or worry is mar- 
velous. He is at his office from 
9 in the morning until 4 in the after- 
noon in summer and until 5 or 6in the win- 
ter. He has, therefore, wisely made his 
sanctum as comfortable and beautiful as a 
lady’s boudoir. It is inlaid with costly 
woods, carved and decorated by the best 
artists. Mementos of friends, nearly all of 
them men and women of distinction, cover 
the walls and crowd the chairs and tables 
about the room. Looking down from a high 
place, one on the west and the other on the 
south wall, are the portraits of two of his 
oldest and most intimate friends—A. J. 
Drexel and whe late F. A. Drexel, the great 
bankers. A trinity of distimguished Union 
Generals form a group by themselves. The 
late Gen. Grant 1s in the middie, with Gen. 
Sherman and the late Gen. Sheridan on each 
side, arranged just.as the portraits, of which 
these are smaller copies, have been placed 
by Mr. Childs in Grant Hall, at tue West 
Point Academy. Further along is a 
handsomely framed picture of President 
Harrison, with the autograph of the Presi- 
dent. It was brought to Mr. Childs by Rus- 
sell B. Harrison, with the President’s special 
compliments. Lower down is a portrait of 
ex-President Cleveland, also with an auto- 
graph, and across from this is an excellent 
picture of Mrs. Cleveland, sent with her au- 
tographic compliments to Mrs. Childs. Near 
the doorway nere is a corner especially de- 
voted to tne late Gen. Grant. A portrait of 
the General taken in China, and withthe 
Chinese Viceroy as a companion, looks 
gravely down from the wall. Grouped on 
tables and chairs below are presents given to 
Gen. Grant in China and sent to Mr. Childs. 
Across the room, among a group of portraits 
of women, is the face of the young Duchess 
of Buckingham, one of the most beautiful 
women in England, and fer whose daughter 
Mr. Childs recently stood godfather. 

MEMENTOS IN HIS OFFICE. 

The sun faintly shines through a square of 
stained giass, lettered and pictured, that is 
hung over the ordinary window. Itisa sec- 
tion from the Milton“ window which Mr. 
Childs has eretted in Westminster Abbey. 
On the wall near the publisuer's desk is a 
picture, handsomely executed in colors, of 
the entire window. Hanging blow it is a 

icture of the $50,000 fountain which Mr. 
Yhilds caused to be erected at Stratford-on- 
Avon, and at the unveiling of which a poem 
by Whittier was read and addresses were 
made by John Russell Lowell and Henry 
Irving. In all parts of the room are other 
portraits and mementos. ; 

Lying in the centre of the room was the 
head of a buffalo mounted on an Oak backing. 
Over the doorway nung a Mexican sombrero 
gorgeous with gold cord. These were spe- 
cial gifts to celebrate the birthday. Over in 
the corner was another, amagniticent basket 
of flowers sent by special messenger from a 
friendin New York. Here and there were 
other mementos. The desk was covered 
with congratulatory letters and telegrams, 
not from this city alone, but from 
all sections of the country. One let- 
ter, and a charming one, was from 
Mrs. Grover Cleveland. Among we tele- 
grams were several which conveyed the 
good wishes of industrial organizauons to 
whom Mr. Childs has always been a loyal 
friend. A telegram from Mussachusetts 
spoke for 52,000 workingmen. Many of the 
most cherisbed of the letters and mementos 
were from old people to whom the generous 
philanthropist was a generous friend in 
dark hours. 

And do you wonder that Mr. Childs was 
pleased and that his heart was bubbling over 
with emotion? : 

T. De Witt Taimage, who called on him the 
otner day, said: Lou are one of tne few 
men in the country who have managed to get 
rich without making other people angry.“ 

HOW DID HE ACQUIRE WEALTH? 

How has Childs managed to do it? 

He has two or three little maxims or rules 
of life which perhaps may point out the way. 
Some of his favorite sayings are Mind your 
own business,“ Do all the good you can,“ and 
for business, Do the best and leave the rest.“ 
It is only natural that in his busy and 
successful career men would now and again 
rise up to attack him, and generally without 
any visible reason or excuse, or without any 
appreciable motive, unless it were one of 
envy. Mr. Childs early made it a rule never 
to reply to such assaults, and nothing could 
prevail on him to break his rule. The conse- 
quence was that the attacks were soon over 
and forgotten. On one occasion Mr. Childs 
was being persecuted through a public print 
without, so far as he could see, the least rea- 
son to account for the attack. While it was 
going on a friend called on Mr. Childs laden 
with a bundle of papers. Here,“ said the 
visitor, ure documents that will show the 
churacter of the man who is assaulting you 
and that will silence him quick as a wink.“ 

“Thank you,” said Mr. Childs, “but I 
don’t want them.“ 

But look at them; see what they con- 
tain.”’ 

„% No; I don’t wish to see them. I don’t 
disturb my mind about such things.”’ 

He absolutely declined to manifest any 
interest whatever in the documents, but 
went his way, placid and smiling, and 
the attacks, while they might have thrived 
on opposition, had no effect when ignored. 
As he will not pay any attention to the at- 
tacks of others it perhaps will appear super- 
fluous to say that he never attacks any one 
himself. If he vannot say a good word he 
prefers to say nothing.

RESTING IN GREENWOOD CEMETERY. 


The Washburne and Grant Monuments— 
Galena’s Beautiful Burial Grounds. 
GaLena, DL, May 16.— [Special Correspond- 
ence.|—Greenwood Cemetery in this city is 
one of the most beautiful burial places of the 
dead in the State of Illinois.

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| WHY HORSES ARE DOCKED. 


A CRUEL AND BRUTAL FASHION IN 
IMITATION OF THE ENGLISH. 


— 


Robbing the Animals of Their Talis for the 
Mere Gratification of a Foolish Fancy — 
Private Stables in Chicago Where the 
Practice Prevails—W. C. Potter Explains 
How the Operation Is Performed—What 
Washington Mesing, Potter Palmer, 
and Others Think About It. 

The unornamentai and wholly useless 
fringe of hair which marks the end of a 
‘fashionable horse’s brief remnant of tail did 
not reach its present attenuated appearance 
by the progress of a natural evolution. nor 
yet by a single bound as did that of Tam 
O’sbanter’s trusty mare Meg.

while a great cruelty. because of the pain it 
inflicted upon the horse, was not so bad as

elevating it until there is scarcely anything 
left. 1 tell you it is cruel and should be 
stopped. The law prohibits it, but does 
not go far enough. It prescribes a pun- 
ishment for ‘docking’ the horse’s tail, 
but this is easily evaded, as the horse 
can be taken outside the State to have the 
operation performed, after which he is 
brought back. The law oughtto punish for 
having possession of a horse the tail of 
which has been docked. This would quickly 
abolish the cruel practice.” 

Is the operation painful?” 

„Extremely so. It requiresintense suffer- 
ing to make a horse cry out. He willgremain 
silent whiie being ‘ fired,’ although the red- 
hot iron is passed over his flesh almost con- 
stantly for hours, but he cries out with the 
pain of being ‘docked.’ But aside from the 
pain inflicted he is robbed of the protection 
from flies, which nature intended .his tail to 
afford him. The tail will never grow again. 
All the rest of his life he is deprived of it, 
and when for any cause he is turned out to 

asture the flies find hima helpless victim.”

DOING THE WORK IN SECRET. 

‘By whom is the ‘docking’ done!“ 

“It is done secretly, I think. Lou remem- 
ber about a year and a half ago some parties 
were ckught at it just south of the city and 
prosecuted for the offense. They were found 


with the horses’ tails held up by weights to 


make them grow into the erect position de- 
sired. Since then 1 think it likely that the 
horses are taken outside the State to have 
the operation performed.” 

Mr. Wasnington Hesing, who has 2 
good stable, does not dock his horses’ tails, 
but is by no means as severe in his condem- 
nation of the practice as Mr. Potter. 

„ Dock ing, said Mr. Hesing to a TRIB- 
UNE reporter, is not so cruel as * bob-tail- 
mg’ by at least two degrees. There are what 
might be called the positive, the compara- 
tive, and superlative degrees of ‘docking,’ 
the first consisting in trimming or banging 
the hair on a horse’s tail, the second ampu- 
tating a portion of the stump, which is called 
‘docking,’ and the last mentioned, or supér- 
lative, which consists in not only cutting off 
a portion of the stump but compelling what 
is left to stand up instead of lying down. 
This last is 5ob-tailing,’ and is, I believe, 
an American and not an English fashion. 
It is a revival a fashion prevalent 
long before any symptoms of Angiomania 
appeared in this country. I remember that 
when in 1859 a world’s exhibition was held 
in Chicago, George Turgis took the premium. 
tor the best pair of carriage horses, with a 
bob-tailed team. This team might have been 
seen on the streets ten years ago, and must 
have lived to be W years old or more. But 
with this exception, until quite recently, no 
vob-tailed carriage horses could be seen in

It requires the services of a veterinary 
surgeon. That nerve of the tail which con- 
trols the muscles keeping it down has to be 
cut. The end of the tail is cut off, and what 
is left is tied up with a string which passes 
over a pulley and sustains the tail in an erect 
position until it grows into its new direc- 
uon.“ 

“ And the docking! 

“This is much simpler, as n consists in cur- 
tailing tne tail as much asis desired. No ef- 
fort is made to change its direction, and 
hence there is no need of the ‘nerve-nick- 
ing’ nor of hanging up the tail. This is the 
English styie and the one that is most popu- 
lar. The trimming which many follow. my- 
self among the number, consists in cutting 
hack the hair of the horses’ tail straight with 
the lower end of the stump.” 

“Do you consider shearing horses a cruel- 
ty to them! : 

CLIPPING NOT CONSIDERED CRUEL. 

“No; everybody clips his horses, and more 
good results from it than injury. A horse 
that is clipped dries fast after being driven, 
While it is impossible to remove all the moist- 
ure from one that is unshcrn. Of coursea 
clipped horse should be thoroughly rubbed 
off as soon as he reaches the stable.

“ DOCKING” A BRUTAL PRACTICE. 

For the most part the cruelty extended to 
the horses housed in these stylish stables 
ends like themseives, with tneir tails. Check- 
reins are not used upon coach horses, and 
only with the hardest mouthed are bits of 
more than ordinary severity employed. 


‘Some of the latter, however, are capable of 


inflicting excessive torture. The spoon bit 
is one of the worst. Its distinctive feature 
is a blade nearly a foot in length which runs 
up into the horse’s mouth and pries against 
his upper jaw when pulled. The check- 
rein is not dispensed with, however, through 
any motiveof mercy, but because it is not 
stylish. A coach horse which would not 
carry his head properly without this incen- 
tive is considered.as not having a realizi 

sense of the dignity of his position. Road 
horses are still subjected to the check-rein, 
and their drivers claim that it is nec- 
essary in order to keep them from 
stumbling. Whoily disinterested parties, 
however, claim that speed rather than style 
being what is wanted in road horses they 
are checked for the purpose of making up for 
some defect in the manner of carrying their 
heads. Probably none are better able to judge 
of the crueity of “docking” than the stable 
hands under whose eyes it is done. Of tne 
half hundred or more of these seen by the 
reporter only one was not of the opinion that 
the practice is a cruel, brutal one, without a 
feature to recommend it. Whether the prac- 
tice can be abolished by the enforcement of 
tue law against it is something yet to be 
— out. But if the Humane ty feels

While it is true that 
punishment can be evaded by bringing in 
docked horses from other States, yet if the 
law were rigidly enforced there is a proba- 
bility that tne practice of docking would be- 
come too odious to be continued. :

player. At 8 years 
of age William entered 
on a career as a vocal- 
ist which in time 
caused the celebrated 
Dr. Monk, the compos- 
er, of Yorkminster, to 
visit Nottingham to 
bear him, and resulted 
in the youth being sent 
for to sing in the ca- 
thedral at Yorkmin- 
ster.

seventeen years. He has been in Chicago in 
charge of St. James’ choir about four years 
and has lifted its musical service into a dig- 
nified and churchly style peculiariy his own. 

THE GRACP CHURCH ORGANIST. 

Henry B. Roney, the well known organist 
and choirmaster of Grace Church, is a teach- 
er possessed of all the energy of the born 
American and the qualifications of one 
favored with both the education and natural 
endowments necessary to success in his 
line. He was boru in Ohio, the son of a 
much respected Baptist clergyman, ana, 
while receiving his musical culture in this 
country, has had the advantages of foreign 
travel and observation. In 1870, when a 
mere youth, he accepted the position of or- 

nist and musical director of the First 

ongregational Church in East Saginaw, 

Mich.., filling that position over fourteen years, 

and afterwards gave to North Michigan its 

first vested choir at -Saginaw in 1885. 

Previous to coming into charge of the now 

famous Grace Church choir he had been the

THE BEAUTIFUL STORY OF THE IN- 
‘DIAN BRAVES’ LEAP TO DEATH. 


How “Big Papoose,” the Iroquois, and 
the Algonquin Warrior Died in Each 
Others Arms—“White Cloud” with 
His Magic Pipe Shows the Vision of the 
Fature—An Ancient Romance Brought 
to Light by the Recent Discovery of 
Two Skeletons Near Findlay, O. 


Finptay, O., May 17. — [Special Corre- 
spondence.]—The recent discovery in a 
gravel pit near the high banks on the 
Blanchard River of the skeletons of two In- 
dians locked in a close embrace has revived 
among the early settlers of the county an old 
legend which was current in this section 
while the century was still young, and which 
in itself ig so beautiful, and yet so Indian- 
like, as to lead to the belief that the skele- 
tons found the otner day were the identical 
braves whose tragic fate is so fascinating ly 
woven into the legend. From a gentieman 
whose grandfather enjoyed the friendship 
and confidence of one of tne last Iroquois 
chieftains who made the lake region of Onio 
his home Tun Trisune correspondent has 
gathered the material teatures of a romance 
as full of love, pathos, and courage as was 
ever written of the heroes of mythology or is 
contained in the legendary lore of any of the 
nations of the earth, past and present. 

Long before the white sails of Europe cast 
their baleful shadows over the Western Con- 
tinent a vast portion of the country. was oc- 
cupied by two mighty nations of rea men. 
Tuo Iroquois, by far the most warlike ns- 
tion, dominated with its united tribes around 
the northern shores of the great lakes; while 
the Algonquin race peopled the country from 
Labrador almost to the Floridas, and ex- 
tended itself westward, south of Lake Erie, 
nearly to the borders of Oregon. Those of 
the Algonquin strain—the Nepperhaus—who 
inhabited the country between the Miami- 
of-the-Lakes and the Ohio were flerce and 
bloodthirsty, but withal manly and brave. 
Their villages were principally along the 
smaller streams, tributaries to the 
above named rivers. In those days 
the Blanchard River, now dividing 
the City of Findlay into north 
and south divisions, and upon whose banks 
the skeletons were found not long since, 
flowed downward to ite resting place in the 
bosom of the lake under some dark Indian 
name; and where this city now stands, with 
the sunlight glittering upon many spires and 
countless windows, the smoke of numerous 
cainp-fires ascended to the hedvens above 
from pointed wigwams of poles and skins 
and birch bark wrought with barbaric char- 
acters. Then was the Blanchard River 
wider ana the curves and sweeps of the cur- 
rent more graceful than now. What is now 
known as the High Banks,” near which the 
interlocked skeletons were found, were 
higher nen and the river broader at the 
base, and on the summit was a large thun 
der-split rock. But the rushing waters and 
the grinding ice of many springs have worr 
away the storm-beaten buttresses until but 
a moiety of their former hight appear, 
while the great rock has failen and lies 
buried under the floods and shifting sands. 

THE LEGEND OF THE INDIAN BRAVES. 

Of the Algonquin tribe, that formerly held 
dominion along this stream, history bas only 
n the name. A handful of earthen 


memorials of a once great populace. But 
tradition, with wonderful tenacity, clings to 
its legends. Even from the dross of name- 
less nations some golden deed shines forth 
witha lustre antiquity cannot tarnish. So, 
among the soags of the [roquvis was heard the 
valorous deed, told in the legend that follows. 
It was heard in the council fires, in the wig- 
wams, and in the traditionary lore of a once 
powerful nation, as long as a remnant of the 
tribe followed the setting sun into the spirit 
land of the fathers.

What could bave 
happened to the boat? If not able to 
she should have returned. In boarding she 
should have displayed a light, as ordered, and 
then returned to report tne state of the 
wreck.

Night brought a calm again, and I was so 
fagged out with ine heavy work of the day 
that I went to sleep almost before I had fin- 
ished the cold biteI got from the pantry.

The Scream of a Shell That N Men 


have 


Off the Face of the Eart 

New York Sun; There is somettiing terri- 
bly menacing in the ping of a musket ball as 
it cuts the air above the heads of men in line 
—something to try the nerves of the bravest 
in the rush of a solid shot; but ofall the 
devils in war the scream of a shell is 
the wickedest. A bombshell flies with 
a long * w-o-u-s-h!’’ something like the 
rush of a big skyrocket, and there are 
shells used by the light artillery which fly 
with a sort of long-drawn sigh, not at all ter- 
rifying. But the man who hears the scream 
of a Whitworth shell will never forget the 
sound to the day of his death. It is a n- 
ventration of the war-whoop of an Indian, 
the snarl of a tiger, and the scream of a 
woman in mo terror. It begins afar off 
with a muttered threat of vengeance; it 
grows upon the ear with a howl as of wolves 
in pursuit of the lone traveler; it comes near- 
er with shrieks of baffled rage; it is at hand 
with a scream which can be likened to noth- 
ing but the cries of a mob mad for death and 
destruction. 

I have seen adozen men killed by these 
Whitworth shells. and I verily believe that 
most of them were so terrified by the sounds 
that they suffered nothing in the moment of 
death. One could tell, after a few experi- 
ences, whether the shell was in the direct 
line or to the right or left. but the coming 
ever brought a feeling of helplessness—a 
soruof dumb terror which held the limbs 
captive. One could not have run away if he 
had so desired: but where could one run to? 
Who could say just where these terrors 
would fail after their flight—the instant they 
were to explode and send their fragments 
hither and thither to search out and claim 
their victims! 

While the blockaders lay off the mouth of 
the Cape Fear River two or three of the 
Whitworth guns were in constant use by the 
Confederates.

Our vessel 
was struck two or three times, and on five or 
six occasions had close calls, but the shelis 
which struck were no more terrifying than 
those which dropped into the water with the 
hiss of a monster serpent a hundred feet 
away. \ 

To be killed by a shell bursting at the in- 
stant of contact means More than death. It 
means such complete annihilation as can be 
effected in no other manner on earth, ex- 
cept by the explosion of gunpowder or nitro- 
glycerine. Ihe victim may sce a flush, 
hear a roar, but it must come in the 
fiftieth part of a sevond. The venge- 
ance of man grants him the merest 
iota of time. Those to the right and left 
see a flash of flame and hear an explosion 
aud ene w-h-i-n-g!’ of fragments, but the 
victim—pernaps the man on his immediate 
right and ieft—has been biotted-off the face 
of the earth,as if he had never existed. 
When the roar of battle has died away to a 
low growl; when the growl has become an 
occasional mutter; when the mutter has 
lapsed to a gasp, in which a mau in blue or 
gray yields up his life to a stray bullet, we 
will make a search. There is blood on the 

rcehed grass, bits of burned clothing on 

mo and bush, a lock of hair bere and there 
with a bit of scaip attached. We may find a 
button or two, a broken and twisted gun bar- 
rel or bayonet, the visor of a soldier’s cap. 
That is all. These are the relics—the frag- 
ments—of a soldier struck bya shell. That 
is, they may be. Sometimes not even a but- 
ton is found, nothing but a splash on the 
earth to show that blood and fragments fell 


there.

I had an idea that 
there were several armed, swarthy fellows 
about me, and that something hot had been 
poured down by throat and something moist 
and disagreeable rubbed over my face and 
hands.

With a return of consciousness I heard

The duel between Jackson and Sevier seems 
to have escaped history and biography. Sevier 
was Jackson's equal as a soldier, and during his 
Indian fights of over a quarter century he never 
lost a battle, because he always charged into the 
natives when in a body, and the Indian could 
only fight with a tree in frontofhim. In 1796 
Sevier was the first Governor of Tennessee, and 
for twelve years. During the first term Jackson 
was on the Supreme bench of the State. The 
two men had difficulty about a military elec- 
tion, both being candidates. The day when 
Jackson arrived at Knoxville to hold 
court Sevier came also, mounted a biock in 
the square and denounced Jackson in unmeas- 
ured terms, calling him all the names in the 
early vocabulary.

a REVIVAL OF ANCIENT MUSIC. 


An Example Set by the Palestrina Choir 
Worthy of Being Followed Here. 

The Palestrina Choir, directed by Mr. 
Caryl Florio, is doing an excellent work in 
making the New York public aequainteu 
with some of the treasures of ancient choral 
music, of which such vast quantities of rare 
value exist and are avcessible to those who 
will give themselves the trouble of looking 
for such things. The principal numbers 
sung at the last concert of the choir were 
Palestrina’s famous Missa Pape Mar- 
celii’’; a madrigal, Fair Cedar Tree.“ 
by the same composer; a six voice 
“*Magnificat” by Orlandus Lassus, and 
the same writer’s charming madrigal, 
„ Matona, Lovely Maiden’’—which was fre- 
quently sung here by a local mixed quartette 
a season or two ago, and was invariably re- 
ceived with warm tokens of admiration; a 
motet. Now is Christ Risen,“ by Johann 
Michael Bach, etc. The Beethoven string 
quartette supplied the necessary variety in 
the shape of instrumental numbers by Sebas- 
tian Bach, Borodino, Bocvherini, and Men- 
delssonn. It is decidedly refreshing at the 
present day to turn occasionally to the works 
of the older masters, whose style forms a de- 
lightful relief after the rich chromatic treat- 
ment and passionate intensity of expression 
which characterizes the best music of the 
advanced modern school. The world bas 
made astonishing advances in musical art 
and * developed the means of 
musical expression since the elder of the 
writera mentioned made his contributions to 
art history. So 12 indeed has been the 
progress achieved that some of the grandest 
of modern musical creations would undoubt- 
ediy be meaningiess, if not positively offen- 
sive to him, could he hear them, because so 
wholly unlike anything with which he was 
acquainted as to be unintelligibie when meas- 
ured by the standards of the art as it exist- 
ed iu bis day. Yet for one who is fully in 
sympathy with the best musical tendencies 
of the nineteenth century it is a positive de- 
light to hear occasionally some of these old 
works, whose charm seems practicaily to bid 
defiance to tae destructive 3 of time 
and whose purely vocal beauty appears like- 
ly ever to remain a source of admiration and 
pleasure to those who have a genuine appre- 
ciation of truth in musical expression. It 
would be a matter for cougratulauon if some 
one could be found to do a like work here in 
Chicago, for there are vast quantities of such 
works ing a fine antique coloring 
which only need to be adequately presented 
in order to produce a deep aud lasting im- 
pression, | 

Cannot some of our local organizations 
undertake to give such a program occasion- 
ally, or at least devote a portion of @ concert 
to such things? To be sure, much diserimina- 
tion would have to be exercised in selection, 
and the performance would need to be 
thoroughly artistic in every respect, for any 
waat of blending shows muca more plainly 
in this class of writing than in the ordinary 
music of today, in which slight faults of per- 
formance may sometiwes be lost sight of in 
the wealth of harmonic coloring, but a few 
weil chosen works will amply repay singers 
for the time devoted to the study, |

A SPECIMAN CHICAGO DEAL. 


Joseph R. Putnam completed a deal last 
week which served as an excellent illustra- 
tion of the possibilities for profitable a 
tions offered by Chicago real estate. Three 
ears ago Mr. Putnam bought 924 feet of 
rontage in Egandale between Fifty-fourth 
street and Fiity-fourth place, halt of the 


property fronting east on Lexington avenue 


and haif fronting weston Greenwood avenue. 
The land had already been subdivided, and 
Mr. Putnam paid the full retail price for it, 
which was then $3 afoot. Last month Mr. 
Putnam sold the Greenwood avenue frontage 
at $65 a foot, and last week he sold the en- 
tire Lexington avenue frontage at $75 a foot, 
having thus closed out the entire property at 
an average price just double what it cost him 
three years ago. It has cost him something, 
of course, to carry the property, the taxes 
and special assessments having amounted to 
several thousand dollars, yet the net profit 
on this deal, after making ail deductions for 
interest and expenses, is nearly $25,000. The 
new owners of the land now bold about 1,500 
feet frontage in the immediate neighborhood, 
and itis by no meaus improbable that its 
value will be doubled again within three 
years.
